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A PAKTY NECKSSITY 
CAEKRYING MONTANA. 
GHE MAJORITY IN CONGRESS MUST BE 
STRENGTHENED—THE ECLIPSE EXPE- 
DITION IN THE FALL, 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—The report that came 
yesterday from the White House that the extra 
session of the Fifty-first Congress would prob- 
ably not be called before November fits in 
very well with the talk about the activity that 
the Republicans are to manifest in Montana in 
the coming elections for Representatives in Con- 
gress. The majority of the Repubticans in Con- 
gress will be so small, if all the Republicaas 
elected beyond dispute are present, that with a 
Democratic disposition to contest all points it 
would be extremely difficult for the Republic- 
ans toorganize the House. The Republican 
Managers have all along spoken of Montana as 
likely to be Democratic. If they should elect 
all the other new Representatives except the 
oue from Montana they would have a majority 
of six, 

Now, however, the Republicans are awaking 
to the notion that all of the new Representa- 
tives should belong to their party, and that the 
National Committees must ‘‘do something” to 
prevent Montana from falling into-the hands of 
the Democracy. The exigency appears to be 
great, indeed, for it is suggested that Quay, 
Clarkson, and even Dudley are to be enlisted in 
this enterprise. It was supposed that the Ada- 
ministration had had about all that it-could 
stand of Dudley, and a great deal more of him 
than it is at all willing to pay for, but the 
association of his name with thatof the pro- 
prietor of “the mailed hand’ looks as 
though he was to have a new oppor- 
tunity of making himself the creditor of 


the President. The election for Representa- 
tives in the new States will be interesting to 
several candidates for Speaker of the House, 
and it is not at all improbable taat several can- 
aidates will seize the opportunity to advertise 
themselves and to bid for personal votes at the 
8ame time that they preach for abstract Repub- 
licanism and the advantages to the new States 
of a high tariff on lumber, coal, salt, and other 
articies for which the people of the Territories 
already pay a high tariif in the way of trans- 
portation toils. 

The campaign of the Democrats, it is said, 
ust be “ watched,” and it may be found con- 
¥Yenient and economical for Quay and Ciarkson 
te send a large namber of Government em- 
Ployes into the now States to protect the inter- 
este of the party that has control of the offices 
and the expenditure of the people’s money. 
That the campaign will not be lacking in a 
eertain sort of audacity may be inferred from 
the fact that the advice of Mr. William E. 
Chandler is to be taken as to the plan of cam- 
paign. He will be auseful assistant to “ Blocks 
of Five’’ Dudley, if there is to be any more 
minute figuring required in Montana than there 
was in Indiana in the days when Mr. Harrison 
Was most anxious that Mr. Dudiey should carry 
fhe State.

The last session of Congress appropriated 
$5,000 to defray the expense of an expedition 
of scientists, to pe sent under the auspices of 
the Secretary of the Navy, to the west coast 
ot Africato observe the total eclipse of the 
sun that will be visible there Dec. 22. The 
preliminary detaiis of the expedition were 
arranged at the Navy Department this after- 
noon, at a conference ordered by Secretary 
Tracy and attended by Commodore John 
G. Walker, Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation; Capt. R. L. Phythian, Saperintendent 
of the Naval Observatory; Prof. asaph Hali of 
the Naval Observatory, and Prof. Simon New- 
comb, Superintendent of the Nautical Almanac. 

it was decided by the conference to divide the 
pxpedition into two parties, one under the 
firection of Prof. Todd of Amherst College and 
the other under Mr. Joseph Russell of Wash- 
ington City,-who is an expert in solar pho- 
tography, and will be intrusted with the duty 
of obtaining photographs of the eclipse in its 
various phases. The expedition will leave the 
United States about Oct. 1 in a Government 
vessel, probably the new steel cruiser Balti- 
more, and will preceed to St. Paul de Loanda, 
the capital of the Portuguese possessions on the 
West coast ot Africa. In tue meantime this 
Government will have obtained permission of 
the Portuguese Government for them to 
land. They will leave the cruiser ait St. 
Paul de Loanda and proceed inland until 
they get beyond the malarial belt on the coast. 
There is no danger from the natives of that sec- 
tion, but the expedition will be accompanied by 
a guard of marines to protect the instruments 
from being meddled with orstolen. The two 
parties will separate at or near Maxima, on 
the Quanza River, and will take up separate 
stations near that point. They expect to reach 
the ground some time in advance of the date 
for the eclipse, so as to have all three instru- 
ments erected and properly adjusted by that 
date. The line of the centre of totality will eu- 
ter the coast at a point about one huudred miles 
south of St. Paul de Loanda and pass directly 
over the points where stations will be placed. 

It has not yet Deen definitely determined 
what vessel will carry the expedition out to the 
coast, but if nothing iniervenes to delay the 
fitting out of the Baltimore she will be selected, 
as she 1s fitted as a flagship and has pienty of 
cabin and berth room to carry the members of 
the expedition, which will probably be quite 
numerous, as the head of each party will select 
his own subordinates. The Baltimore probably 
will notship any of her main battery before 
going out, but may carry some of her secona- 
ary battery of rapid-fire and Gatling guns. It 
was in anticipation of this expedition that Capt. 
W. 8. Schley has been relieved, at his own re- 
quest, from the head of the Bureau ot Equip- 
ment and Recruiting and ordered to command 
the Baltimore.

DAVITVYS COMMENTS ON 1HE 
DIFFERENT MOVEMENTS. 

TELLING THE PARNELL COMMISSION 
WHAT HE APPROVES AND DISAP- 
PROVES—HIS OWN SCHEME, 


Lonpox, July 3.—Mr, Davitt, in his testimony 
before the Parnell Commission to-day, stated 
that he would not object to join any movement 
to secure the independence of Ireland, if such 
&® movement was backed by a force strong 
enough to justify the hope of its success. 

He did not approve of the Clerkenwell explo- 
sion. He regretted the attack upon the prison 
van,in which a brave policoman was killed, 
but applauded the men who made the attack 
for trying to save their friends. While in prison 
he concluded that movements by secret socie- 
ties would do no good, and, when released, he 
held a conference with the leaders of the Irish 
Republican Brotherhood in Paris regarding the 
advisability of aopenmovement. Matt Harris, 
one of those with whom he conferred, had given 
permission for his name to be divulged, but at 
present the witness could not divulge the names 
of the other Irish Republican Brotherhood 
leaders without their permission. He failed to 
win the Irish Republican Brotherhood leaders to 
approve of the adoption of an open movement, 
with the exception of Harris. He intended to 
make the land question a stepping stone to the 
independence of Ireland, treating the landlords 
as an English garrison. The League’s land pro- 
gramme had now become the programme of the 
Tory Government. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Davitt refused to say whether or not Mr. 
James O’Kelly, member of the House of Com- 
mons for the North Division of Roscommon, 
had been engaged to distribute firearms, and 
declared that he did not know whether the 
Trustees of the skirmishing fund—Dr. Carroll, 
and Messrs. Breslin, Luby, Devoy, Burke and 
Rossa—belonged to the Clan-na-Gael. There 
was a hue and ory against the Clan-na-Gael in 
America for political purposes. Mr. Davitt de- 
clared that it was necessary for him to be care- 
ful of what he said, but he would say that they 
were ali extreme Nationalists. Many persous 
opposed his schemes on the ground that if the 
people became tenant farmers they might be- 
come lukewarm in the cause of independence, 
A majority of the people then opposed Fenian- 
ism and secret ‘societies. Irish-Americans ob- 
jected to the scheme, holding that it woaild give 
the peliticians too much power, Witness had 
converted many Nationalists to his views. 

Attorney General Webster read resolutions 
demanding the overthrow of British domina- 
tion and the establishment of an Irish republic. 

Mr. Davitt admitted that he was present at 
the meeting in America when the resolutions 
were adopted. He stated that he did not dis- 
sent. He sald: ‘I am republican by principle.” 
The resolutions were cabled to Mr. Parnell, but 
never reached him. The witness had never dis- 
cussed them with Mr. Parnell. ‘*Mr. Parnell 
and I aiffer,’”’ he said, ‘‘because Mr. Parnell is 
opposed to complete separation; butif he got 
his measure through [ would loyally support it. 
If he was successful the demand for separation 
would eventually die.” 

The witness said he had made fifty speeches 
in America in which he asked the extremists to 
fairly try Mr. Parnell’s movement. The League 
was founded as the people’s league. It then 
got into the hands of politicians. The witness 
disapproved of the appeal to Americans to sup- 
port the Nationalist fund,which Attorney Gen- 
eral Webster had read. He never approved of 
the skirmishing fund. While he was corre- 
spondent of the /rish World he used the ex- 
pression, ‘spread the light,” meaning, simply, 
to circulate the paper. He disapproved of much 
that the man signing “ Transatlantic” wrote. 

Mr. Parnell entered the court room while Mr. 
Davitt was testifying, and remained until the 
session closed.

THE SHAH IN LONDON. 

Lonpon, July 3.—The Shah, accompanied by 
several members of the royal family, members 
of the diplomatic corps, and other prominent 
persons, was to-day escorted by a procession to 
the Guild Hall. The streets through which the 
procession passed were decorated with flags 
and bunting and lined with troops. Immense 
crowds gathered along the route. 

Lord and Lady Salisbury were late in starting 
for the Guild Hall, and discovered on reaching 
the Strand that the Shah had already passed 
along that thoroughfare. The troops there had 
also broken up their lines and the crowds of 
people were roaming about at will, Owing to 
the dense crowds Lord Salisbury’s carriage pro- 
ceeded very slowly, without its occupants be- 
ing recognized, until Cheapside was reached. 
Here it was obliged to come to a standstill, and 
the official uniform of the Premier attracted 
the attention of the sightseers, who bantered 
his Lordship until a body of troops wae pro- 
cured to escort him ana Lady Saliabury to the 
Guild Halil, which they were obliged to enter 
through the door assigned to ordinary visitors. 
The police on duty at the entrance stopped 
several detectives who were following the

DEFEATING THE DERVISHES. 

Carro, July 3—An engagement has taken 
place at Arquin -between a force of Egyptian 
troops, under command of Col.. Wodehouse, and 
a body of dervishes. The dervishes were de- 
feated and fled. Their loss was 500 killed and 
wounded. Two English officers were also 
wounded. 

The dervishes attempted to effect a lodgmert 
on the river bank. Col. Wodehouse immediately 
advanced and attacked them with a field force. 
The dervishes made a stubborn resistance, but 
were finally forced to retire, fighting as they 
went. They were driven northward seven miles, 
but every rootof the ground was hotly contested. 
Two guns belonging to the enemy and 500 men 
were captured by the Egyptians, It is expected 
that further fighting will occur.

DELAGOA BAY TROUBLE 
LONDON, July 4.—A dispatch from Lisbon to 
the London Zimes says: “In an interview to- 
day, Senhor Gomes, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, declared that, except for the assist- 
ance of the Portuguese Government, the 
Delagoa Bay Railway Company would 
have forfeited its concession lone ago. He 
said that the official data would clearly 


justify the Government’s action. The Govern- 
ment would adhere to the terms of the conces- 
sion, although in many points they were con- 
trary to Portuguese interests. Neither Eng- 
land nor America had offered any objection to 
the proposed arbitration on the basis fixed by 
@ clause in the concession. England had 
acted in a manner that gave Portugal no 
ground for complaint. The negotiations were 
being conducted amicably on both sides, Every- 
thing was going on smoothly at Delagoa Bay, 
and all the old employes of the railway com- 
pany had been retained,” 

A dispatch from Durban says the excitement 
there over the Delagoa Bay incident has sub- 
sided. The Government is working the railway. 


TWO HUNDRED MINERS KILLED. 

PARIS, July 3.—An explosion of fire damp at 
the coal mines of St. Etienne oecurred to-day. 
About 300 miners were entombed, over 200 of 
whom are killed. 

Two pits were affected by theexplosion. One 
of these is inundated, the other is on fire. Six- 
teen bodies have been recovered. Ten of the 


miners who were taken out alive are so badly 
injured that they will probably die. Sixty 
horses employed in the mines were burned 
to death, The news of the disaster spread 
quickly, and the mouths of the pits were soon 
surrounded by crowds of relatives and friends 
of the imprisoned miners. Many heartrend- 
ing scenes were witnessed as ths bodies were 
brought to the surface. There is no hope of 
rescuing any of the men now in the pits, all of 
whom have already probably perished. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


Lonpon, July 3.—The race for the diamond 
sculls between Charles G. Psotta, the American 
amateur champion, and Blackmore, the Eng- 
lish oarsman, was rowed at Henley to-day. 
Psotta won, beating his opponent by three 
lengths. 

Mr. A. M. Palmer of New-York, the well- 
known theatrical manager, entertained a party. 
of prominent Americans on board a steam 
yacht at Henley to-day. The vessel displayed 
American flags, and received marked honors as 
it passed down the lines of the flotilla. 

he Society of Authors gave a successful 
banquet at the Criterion this evening. The Earl 
of Pembroke presided. There were 200 persons 
present, including Waiter Besant, George 
Augustus Sala, Max O’Rell, Rider Haggard, Mrs. 
Louise Chandler Moulton, and other well-known 
writers.

Paris, July 3.—The English have removed the 

French flag from the house of Suitan Bounton- 
kon, at Grand Bassam, Upper Guinea. France 
elaims a protectorate over the Sultan's territory. 
Negotiations concerning the matter are pro- 
ceeding between England and France. 
: After a stormy debate, the Chamber of Dep- 
uties to-day voted in favor of the abolition of 
the secret service fund. The vote stood 301 for 
and 260 against abolition. The question of con- 
fidence in the Government was not invoived. 

It is reported that the Council of the Paris 
Bar has suspended M. Laguerre, ,the well- 
known Boulangist Deputy, for twe months, for 
libeling M. de Beaurepaire, the Procureur 
General, and for owning a newspaper, con- 
trary to the rules of the legal profession. 

BERLIN, July 3.—An army contractor named 
Hogemann has been sentenced to five years’ im- 
prisonment and to be deprived of his civil 
rights for five years more for bribing Pay- 
masters. Another contractor, named Wallach, 
has been sentenced to eighteen months’ im- 
prisonment for a similar offense. 

The imperial yacht Honhenzollern, with Em- 
peror William on board, has arrived at Stavan- 
ger, Norway. The next ports to be visited are 
Bergen and Trondhjem. 

BRUSSELS, July 3.—Tne Governor of the Con- 
go State telegraphs that a steamer of 1,860 tons 
has ascended the Congo River as far as Matadi, 
the proposed starting point of the new railway. 
The Governor says that the fact of so large a 
steamer being able to reach Matadi shows that 
that place would make a suitable terminus for 
the road. 


Vienna, July 3.—The Hungarian Delegation 
has adopted an address in reply to the speech 
from the throne.

TO FRAME CONSTITUTIONS 





FOR THE THREE PROPOSED 
NEW STATES. 


THE CONVENTIONS TO ASSEMBLE IN 
NORTH AND SOUTH DAKOTA AND 
IDAHO TO-DAY. 

BISMARCK, Dakota, July 3.—To-morrow the 


‘Constitutional Convention for the new State of 


North Dakota will assemble in this city, and 
already a large number of the delegates are on 
hand ready forduty. According to agreement 
the Republicans of the Territory, who arein 
the majority, allowed the Democrats to have 
one-third of the delegates te this convention, 
and there will be a strong effort to keep up the 
minority representation ideain the new Consti- 
tution, rcv 

Minority representation is one of the subjects 
concerning which there has always been some- 
thing of a favorable sentiment in the Terri- 
tory, but the Republican papers have many of 
them recently been advocating regular major- 
ity rule. Just what will appear in the Consti- 
tution depends on the decision of the Repub- 
lican majority. At the present time more 
attention is being paid to the question of the 
officers of the convention than to any of 
the principles to be embodied in the new 
Constitution. The Republicans will proba- 
bly settle on the officers by caucus, but the 


Democrats are hoping that there will be a bolt 
from the decision of the caucus, and that in 
that way they may be able to secure enougn 
votes to elect at least the presiding officer. 

While much attention 1s being paid to the 
elections by individuals as a means of stepping 
into some of the ofiicial positions of the new 
State Government, the subject matter of the 
new organic law is not by any mears being 
overlooked. The Farmers’ Alliance, an organi- 
zation having a large membership and being 
very powerful politically, has enunciated a 
platform of principles §which 1t wishes to place 
in the Constitution, and it has a. sufficient mem- 
bership in the convention and enough power in 
the State to make its demands of great weight. 
Among the planks in its platform are the 
tollowing: Government contro! of the railroads 
and of all public necessities; prohibition of the 
liquor trafiic; election of the United States Sen- 
ators by popular vote; courts of arbitration; 
abolition of the eontract system in public 
works; self-sustaining criminals; woman suf- 
trage; few appointive and many elective offi- 
cers, and the Australian system of voting. 

All of these principles cannot be expected to 
obtain a place in the new Constitution, but 
many of them will make a hard fightfor posi- 
tion, The questions of prohibition, woman suf- 
trage, the Australian ballot system, and minor- 
ity representation will come in for # good share 
ofthe attention of the convention, and there 
has already been a goud dealof strong argu- 
ment in favor of one legislative body. The del- 
egates are prepared to considerany suggestions 
that may be made which have a foundation of 
good sense and sound reason. 

Tbe Australian ballot system with modifica- 
tions, together with one or two of the princi- 
pies mentioned, will undoubtedly appear in the 
new document. The Constitution already 
adopted for the State of South Dakota is well 
thought of here, and may be the gruundwork 
upon which*the North Dakota Constitution* 
framers will build. Itis undoubtedly a strong 
paper, and has been approved by some of the 
best legal talent in the Nation. The great 
trouble will probably be that the. delegates will 
want to insert too much in the organic law, and 
thereby get so much in that the Legislature will 
devote much time to modifying the work of 
their predecessors in the art of law making. In 
other words, there is @ Gauger that the work 
will be overdone. 

Sioux FALLs, South Dakota, July 3.—Many of 
the 175 delegates at the South Dakota Consti- 
tutional Convention, which is preparing to pin 
another star upon Columbia’s bosom, are arriv- 
ing on the trains that are steaming in from all 
directions. The peoplé; by voting to adopt the 
Sioux Falls Constitution, have left little for 
them todo. But ambitious brains are seething 
with pyrotechnic oratory that must be turned 
loose, while politicians are anxiously canvassing 
the probabilities for the first campaign of the 
Lew Siate of South Dakota. It seems now that 


|. the Hon. A. J. Edgerton of Mitchell will be the 


President 6f the convention to-morrow. The 
convention will not quarrel. It will keepin 
session, doing not much, if anything, for three 
wetks or more, using up Undle Sam’s $20,000, 
Then after its committee to divide the Terri- 
tory’s money and valuables gets back from its’ 
Bismarck couference the convention will ad- 
journ. 


Bors: City, Idaho, July 3.—The city is a per- 
tect blaze of excitement. The number of dele- 


gates who should arrive is seventy-two, and 
sixty are already registered. Flags dnd bunting 
wave and all the public buildings are wrapped 
in political adornments, tending to increase the 
enthusiasm. The local military company 
known as the Governor’s Guard is marching the 
Streets. “Idaho, Idaho, God Save Idaho,” and 
‘“*Thne Sovereign State of idaho” are the legends 
of the banners streaming across Main-street. 
No one in the East knows the deep feeling for 
Statehood existing here, nor can comprehend 
our disadvantages in our present condition. 
The oniy trouble in arranging the Constitution 
will be the test oath, and here centres the whole 
tight. ‘The provisious of the oath include the 
abjuration of Mormonism. At 12 to-morrow 
the most able body of men who ever met in 
Idaho will meet to determine its future. 





President Cleveland appropriately enough 
signed the bill for the admission of North and 
South Dakota, Montana, and Washington on 
Washington’s Birthday. The bill had been in- 


troduced by Representative Springer. It re- 
quirea the Governors in each of the Territories 
to order by proclamation an election of dele- 
gates to Corstitutionai Conventions to be held 
May These elections were accordingly 
beld, and delegates were chosen to attend con- 
ventions which will in turn frame Constitutions 
and adopt the Constitution of the United States. 
The people will be called upon to ratify on the 
first Tussday in October the work rendered by 
the Constitutional Conventions. 

The President of the United States‘is required 
to issue a proclamation announcing the result 
of the election in the States and whether the 
reguirements of the incorporating bill have been 
lived up to. This proclamation is due some 
time in October. Upon its promulgation the 
new States will be formally piaced in the roll of 
the sisterhood of our commonwealths. 

As for representation in Congress each State 
will start off with two Senators, and South Da- 
kota with two Representatives in the lower 
house, North Dakota, Montana, and Washing- 
ton contenting themselves with one each. Da- 
kota’s Territorial organization dates back to 
1861. Ten years later vigorous efforts were 
made to cut her in two. Then her population 
was only 14,181. In 1880 it had jumped to 135,- 
177, and in 1885 the Territorial census showed 
that 415,263 persons were living within her 
borders, nearly equal tothat of Nebraska and 
greater than that of Florida, Neyada, New- 
Hampshire, Oregon, and Vermont. Before this, 
however, repeated efforts had been made ‘to 
bring the Territory into the dignity of State- 
hood, but without success. Similar attempts 
had been made to dividethe Territory. In 1871 
and 1872 Congress was petitioued to that effect. 
In 1874 and 1877 Cengress was besought to 
make a division, calling the northern party Pem- 
bina In 1881 the Legislature asked Congress 
to divide the Territory into three parts, The 
next year the Governor vetoed a bill which pro- 
vided for a Constitutional Convention tor South 
Dakota. The people were not thoroughly 
aroused to the importanceoft the movement 
until 1885, when a convention was held and a 
Constitution was framed ard ratified by a popu- 
tar vote. 

In the Forty-ninth Congress, Gen. Harrison, 
then a Senator, introduced a bill to admit South 
Dakota as a State, and North Dakota, to be 
known as Lincoln, asa Territory. The Senate 
passed it, but the House Committee on Terri- 
tories reported it adversely and that settled its 
fate. At thesame session Representative Sprin- 
ger introduced a bill to admit as a Stateall that 
part of Dakota east ot the Missouri, but it was 
strangled in the Committee on Territories. A 
bill to bring In all of Dakota as a State was 
favorably acted upon by the committee, but 
died on the House calendar. It was a bad year 
for \Territorial ambition, for two other bills to 
divide the Territory went to the committee and 
were never heard of. At the first session of the 
Fiftieth Congress Senator Manderson succeeded 
in getting the old Harrison bill through the Sen- 
ate, but the House Territory Committee smoth- 
eredit. The population of the Territory was 
estimated at 568,000 by Gov. Church two years 
ago. The total assessment of property in 1877 
was $157,084,365. 

Montana first began to knock at the doors of 
Congress for admission to the family of States 
five years ago, when Delegate Toole in 
the House and Mr. Voorhees in the Senate 
offered bills. The Senate bill passed the upper 
house sure enough, but joined the Toole bill in 
the House Committee on Territories, and there 
they died together. Next to Dakota, whose 
areais 149,100 square miles, Montana is the 
largest Territory, and willrank in size fourth 
in the total list of States. Texas heads the list 
with 265.780, California next with 158,360, 
Dakota third, and Montana with 146,080, Mon- 
tana’s Territorial Government was organized 
May 26, 1864. Her present Mulation is esti- 
ted at 180,000. In 1886 the taxable proper- 
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ty was valued at $55,076,871. 
. Washington firat set up her claim for State- 
hood eleven years and hase several times 
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House Territorial Committee. Of the four new 
States Washington’s organization is the oldest, 
dating back to March 2, 1853, while her area is 
the smallest—69,180 square mules, about the 
sizeof the State of Missouri, Lhe population 
in 1887 was 143,669. 





TRHASURERKR WRIGHT’S BOND. 





WHY SURETY COMPANIES+«REFUSE TO 
MAKE GOOD HIS DEFALCATION. 


PHILADBLPHIA, July 3.—The surety companies 
of this city and New-York who were on the 
bonds of Supreme Treasurer George W. Wright 
of the order of Tonti are not going to pay the 
$40,000 which Wright has misappropriated if 
they can help it, and they think they have dis- 
covered that they cannot be held liable. It was 

‘learned to-day that as long ago as February 
last the officers of the order knew that Wright 
was criminally involved to a large amount, and 
that the accounts of the order were in very bad 


shape, On that date there was a consultation 
of the chief officials, and Treasurer Wright then 
and there offered to make good the deficit by 
surrendering to the order stock hela by him in 
the Internationa) Etching and Publishing Com- 
pany that had @ face value of $50,000. Affairs 
were allowed to run along until a week or so 
ago, and, as there was Do apparent improve- 
mnent, it was deemed expedient to announce 
that Treasurer Wright was a defaulter. ‘ 

Counsel for the companies were consulted. 
The action of the Supreme Council in refusing 
to accept the etching company's- bonds for the 
default of Treasurer Wright is taken by the 
surety companies as proof positive that on Feb. 
18 the Supreme Council, the recognized head 
of the order, knew that Treasurer Wright was 
a defaulter, On that date they considered a 
proposition from the defaulting Treasurer to 
secure the order against loss through the etch- 
ing compaby’s stock. With this knowledge in 
their possession they carried the defaleation, 
or permitted Treasurer Wright to do so, for 
three months without either notifying the 
sureties or the various lodges of the organiza- 
tion, It is now said that the Order of Tontt, 
like the Order of the Financial Union, which 
went to smash afew months ago, is rotten to 
the core, and will soon go as the Financial 
Union went.

FLOODED AGAIN. 





THE CONEMAUGH RISING AND BRIDGES 
IN DANGER. 


JOHNSTOWN, Ponn., July 3.—The heavy rains 
of yesterday and last night flooded out five 
families in Cambria City. The water came 
pouring down the mountain last night and filled 
the first floors of the houses, destroying all the 
furniture that had been saved from the big 
flood. 

There is great alarm among the people over 
the condition of the Conemaugh River. The 
water rose five feet this morningin two hours 
and carried away the foot bridge above 


the Pennsylvania Railroad station. There 
was danger of _ the temporary bridge 
erected by the Baltimore and Ohio going out. 
Six loaded freight cars were run out on the 
bridge gto save it. About 10 o’clock the abut- 
iments began to sink. The temporary bridge 
erected at the lowerend of the Gautier offices 
is almost @ total wreck. 

Orders were given at Gen. Hastings’s heada- 
quarters at 10 o’clock to get everything in 
shape for quick removal, as it was feared the 
tents would be washed away. 

The portavle bridges over Stony Creek were 
only saved after very hard work by the en- 
gineers. 

At 11:30 it was thought all danger had passed, 
when a fresh storm broke over the valley. The 
rain is coming down in torrents, gnd neople 
fear that the Conemaugh will yet sweep over its 
banks and flood the town. 


COSTA RICA TALKS WAR. 








TROUBLE THREATENED OVER THE NICA- 
RAGUAN CANAL, 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 3.—Sensational news of 
probable war between Costa Rica and Nicara- 
gua over the canal came by steamer yesterday 
from Panama. The Managua correspondent 
of the Panama Star and Herald says the war 
party has control of the Costa Rica Govern- 
ment, and urges the immediate invasion of Nica- 
Tagua unless heavy indemnity be paid for carry- 
ing the canal in San Juan River for sixty 
miles along the Costa Rican Boundary. This 
land claimed by Costa Rica has ence been de- 
cided oy treaty to belong to Nicaragua, put this 
treaty will be violated. Menocal obtained from 
Costa Rica‘only afew months ago a eoncession to 
carry the canal along the river, but the new party 
gained power and repudiated the agreement. 

Costa Rica has a much larger army than Nica- 
ragua, aud the troops hava recently been 
equipped with the best guns from Europe. 
Managua is greatly excited, as troops have been 
massed on the Costa Rican frontier, and an im- 
mediate advance is feared. 


DECIDED AGAINST THE WIDOW. 

ELIZABETH, July 3.—The fight made by the 
wife of Anton Debaud, a wealthy, but eccentric 
Frenchman of Fanwood, against admitting to 
probate his last will and testament, was ended 
to-day in the Union County Orphans’ Court. 
Debaud, who was owner of the Fanwood or 
Scotch Plains Hotel, died last Fal! at Plaintield, 
leaving property worth about $60,000 in the 
village of Scotch Plains. He bequeathea nothing 
to his wife but her right of dower, one-third of 
the real estate, and he willed the balance fo rel- 
atives of his own. Mrs. Debaud felt slighted 
and claimed she was entitled to all her hus- 
band’s property. She immediately engaged 
counsel, filed a caveat with the Surrogate 
against probating the will, and carried the case 
to the Orphans’ Court. 

Judges McCormick and Wiley, after hearing 
the testimony, decided against the widow and

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HARRISON AT WOODSTOCK 


THER OHIEF ATTRACTION OF 
THE BOWEN AGGREGATION. 
THE PRESIDENT’S WET JOURNEY 
THROUGH CONNECTICUT YESTERDAY 

IN MR. BOWEN’S SPECIAL TRAIN. 


PuTNaM, Jhly 3.—President Harrison and the 
rest of Mr. Bowen’s distinguished guests are 
sleeping under his roof to-night, tired out with 
their day’s journey, which, to use Mr. Bowen’s 
own eloquent language, has been “one triuamph- 
ant ovation from beginning to end.” Young 
Clarence W. ‘Bowen, who “personally cen- 
ducted” the party, certainly deserves the 
highest credit forthe advertising skill which 
he has displayed. 

From start to finish his father, his father’s 
newspaper, and his father’s son have been finely 
kept before the public, and the gain in subserib- 
‘ers, Dot to say in advertising patronage, at terms 
to suit,oughtto be large. Gen. Harrison deserves 
the lasting gratitude of Mr. Bowen for the part 
he has permitted himself to be “worked” for, 
and no doubt he will receive it, particularly if 
he should yield at last and make a speech, a 
performance which he has declined to enact as 
yet. But there is no telling. Human nature, 
even Presidential human nature,is weak, and the 
Bowens are adroit and persistent. They by no 
means despair of fetching the President yet. 

Stamford was the only place between New- 
York and New-Haven at which Mr. Bowen’s 


train stopped, to the great disappointment of 
Lieut. Gov. Merwin and State Treasurer Henry, 
who were at the Bridgeport station to join the 
excursion, and only saw the train whizz by, for 
which they had to endure the laughter of the 
Tibald crowd on the platform at their misfori- 
une. At Stamford Gov. Bulkeley and nis staff, 
Senators Hawley and Platt, Mayor Root of 
Hartford, Secretary of State Walsh, and State 
Controller Wright went on board the train. 
Gov. Buikeley escortea the President to the 
ear platform and introducea him to the crowd, 
who cheered him, and to whom he said—his 
sole speech during the day: **Gentiemen, Iam 
glad to see you.” Secretaries Tracy and Noble 
were also trotted out for the delectation of the 
crowd, 

In five minutes the train was on its way to 
New-Haven, where, as it rolled in af boon, can- 
non were fired, and in spite of the rain about 
two thousand people were gathered at the sta- 
tion. Mayor Peck and other city officials wel- 
eomed the President, and Gov. Bulseley, who 
had, uninvited, supplanted Clarence Bowen as 
master of ceremonies, introduced the President. 
Secretaries Tracy and Noble, and Justice Miller 
of the United States Supreme Court, who joined 
the excursion bere and added still another 
attraction to the aggregation of celebrities. 
Justice Miller had the private car of President 
Clark of the New-York, New-Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad. It was attached to the train, 
and, being more luxurious than Mr. Bowen’s 
cars, the President and the more distinguished 
personages got into it and rode in it the rest of 
the trip. The rain had spoiled the temper of 
the New-Haven crowd, and they “ kicked” vig- 
orously because the President would not make 
aspeech. Gov. Bulkeley tried to pacify them 
with indifferent success. The President finally 
came on to the rear platform and bowed as the 
train was departing, which elicited somecheers. 

It had stopped raining when the train got to 
Meriden, and the President left his lunch to 
allow Senator Platt to introduce him to his 
townspeople. They cheered heartily, and all 
that could snook the President's hand. Senator 
Platt evidently felt that it was his duty to give 
his own folk all the entertainment he could, se 
he induced Secretaries Tracy and Nobie, Justice 
Miller, and Gov. Buikeley to show themselves, 
and the loyal pegpie of Meriden cheered them 
too. ¢ 
At Hartford great preparations had been 
made for the suitable entertainment of the 
Presidential party, ana it was too bad that the 
rain and the lateness of the train tended to 
spoil everything. Many of the houses were 
decorated, and great crowds of people were a& 
the station and along the streets leading tnere- 
from to the Capitol. The Governor’s Foot Guard 
was drawn up infront of the station. In com- 
pany with Goy. Bulkeley and Clarence W. 
Bowen, who did not choose to let slip this 
chance of advertising the Bowen family, 
the. President..teok an open ..carriage,.and. 
escortea by the Foot Guards and othe 
troops, was driven to the Capitol. There Mra. 
Bulkeley and other ladies, several members of 
the Grand Army of tne Republic, and other 
prominent citizens were waiting, to whom the 
President was introduced. The drive to the 
Capitol had been slow, occupying daif an hour, 
so that the President could only stay there a 
few minutes. The ladies of the excursion had 
better luck. They were driven swiftly to the 
Capitol by Adjt.-Gen. Barbour as soon as the 
train reached Hartford, and were entertained 
for an hour by Mrs. Bulkeley and her friends. ~¥ 

Putnam is the station nearest to Mr. Bowen’d 
residence, which is situsted im the village of 
Woodstock, a part of the town of Putnam. I[t 
was raining harder than ever when the train 
got there, but the Bowens had a procession and 
a brass band ready, and the poor President and 
the rest had to ride to his house in state through 
the wet. “It was their duty and they did it.” 
Congressman Reed of Maine joined them at the 
station, and he rode, too, and tried to look as 
though he liked it. But even with his jolly face 
it was a dismal attempt. ; 

This evening there was a reception at Mr. 
Bowen’s house from 8 to midnight, ana ferty- 
seven Chinese Janterns, left over from previous 
celebrations, shone brilliantly in the surround- 
ing shrubbery. There was no help for it, and 
the President, to do him justice, stood it un- 
complainingly like martyr. ‘to-morrow there 
will be a string of speeches at Roseland Park 
and original poems “from morn till noon, from 
noon till dewy eve,a Summer’s day.” Tam- 
many Hall’s pow-wow isn’t a cireumstance 
to this. Admission is free to all of Mr. Bowen’a 
rural neighvors, but if they are so indiscreet as 
to come in teams, then the use of a hitehing 
post necessitates the contribution of 25 cents 
a steed to Mr. Bowen’s patriotic wallet. Cookies 
and peanuts and—very appropriately—lemonade 
of the variety popularly called circus lemonade 
will be for sale in liberal quantities. In this 
philanthropic way Mr. Bowen endeavors to in- 
demnify himself for the expense of his celebra- 
tion.

THE SHKAWANHAKAS ANOH- 
ORED OFF LARONMONY, 
ENJOYING THE HOSPITALITIES OF THE 
CLUB AND PREPARING FOR THE! 

RACE OF TO-DAY. 
ON BOARD THE CUTTER OLARA, 
Orr LaRCcHMONT, July 3, 1889. ; 

This smart fifty-three-foot cutter, owned by 
Dr. J. C. Barron of the Seawanbaka Corinthian 
Yacht Club, left the Seawanhaka fleet at Oyster 
Bay soon after noon to-day, and after a run of 
about an hour and @ half in a spanking breeze 
from the southwest dropped anchor in the har- 
bor of the Larchmont Yacht Club to prepare for 
the Larchmont race to-morrow, THE 'TIMES’S Gor- 
respondent was on board with Capt. Barron, his 
son, Mr. Thomas Barron, and Sailing Master 
Barr and the crew. 

Fleet Captain Tams of the Seawahhakas gave 
the signal just before noon for the yachts ofthe 
fleet te get under way at their pleasure and 
make this harbor. Owing to to-morrow’s race 
ithe squadron has become scattered. Several 
asked permission to leave the flest, to go on the 
ways, or make some other racing preparation, 
and left Oyster Bay to join the squadron again 
Friday morning. Mr. William Whitleck’s thirty- 
footer, the Kathleen, designed by Mr. Gardner, 
made this harbor under a trysail early this 
morning. The Clara and Mr, Stanton’s sloop 
Vandal had a race from Oyster Bay. The cutter 
sailed under two headsails and topsail set fora 
trysail, as Dr. Barron did not wish to get 
his maingail wet, while the Vandal carried all 
the sail she could in the strong breeze. The 
Clara arrived hore about fifteen minutes ahead, 
sailing as close to the wind as though her main- 
sail were up. The course from Oyster Bay is 
almost due west. Rear Commodore Ellis fol- 
lowed in the schooner Iroquois in the afternoon 
and the rest are expected either to-night or in 
the morning. 

The weather this week has been so extremely 
disagreeable that even the patience of the 
yachtsmen is:about-exhausted. The swimming 
match between the seamen of the fleet was 
postponed this morning and nothing happened 
of especial interest to divert attention from the 
mist, rain, and lowering clouds. Mr. M. Under- 
hill’s ball was pronounced very enjoyable, The 
yachtsmen daneed on the smooth floor of his 
barn. 

There are many yachts in this harbor, among 
them being the schooners Dauntless, Palmer, 
Azalea, and Iroquois; steam yachts Fedalma, 


Electra, and Oneida; sloops Papoose, Nymph, 
Gorilla, and Kathleen, and a flotilla of eatboats. 
Mr, Bayard Thayer intended to start the Bos- 
ton sloop Papoose in the race to-morrow, Dut 
had some difficulty with his crew, and they all 
left him this morning. They are recommended 
by Gen. Paine—Volunteer men—and Mr, Thayer 
is disappointed at losing them. He will goin 
the special race Saturday, and then he will send 
his yacht to Marblehead to prepare for the 
Eastern Yacht Club’s regatta. 

The Eastern Club’s races are attracting great 
attention among yachting men here, and especi- 
ally because the Seawanhakas will be repre- 
sented by a good many of their racing yachts, 
It will be a contest between the two leading 
yaeten cities of the country. Letters have 
een received by the Seawanhakas which show 
that the Eastern Club 1s making extensive 
preparations in anticipation of lively times. 

Mr. William Whitlock is very anxious to race 
the Kathieen against Mr. Benjamin Aborn’s 
new yacht, The Guide, designed by Mr. Win- 
tringham. He considers The Guide the moat 
formidable New-York boat iv his class, but thus 
far has been unable to getonamatoh.. The 
Guide is very fast, and it is te he regretted that 
hexowner will not try her with the new Gard- 
ner boat so that they can be eompared.

Mr. Thayer says the Liris should allow him

Commodore Gerry dropped anchor alongside 
the Clara at5 o’clock. e is bound for New- 
port, and has his family on the Electra. 

There were about fifty yachtsmen at the 
Larchmont Yacht Clubhouse this evening as 
guests, and they were entertained admirably. 
The Larchmont members provided music and 
refreshments, and the mon discussed yachting 
matters until a late hour, when they went: 
aboard their boats or turned inin the club- 
house. 

It is unfortunate for the Seawanhaka Corin- 
thian Yacnt Club that several other yachting 
organizations have taken the dates of Saturday 
and Monday next for special races and regattas. 
Were itnotfor the special races for forty-footers 
to occur on both of these days, several of the 
forties would go eastward on the cruise and add 
to its general public interest, As itis, however, 
the Minerva 1s the only forty-footer sure of go- 
ing, and she may proceed ahead of the fleet. The 
Minerva will not race in the Larchmont Yaeht 
Club’s regatta on account of the club’s length 
rule of measurement for time allowance. The 
Minerva was designed to secure a liberal time 
allowance on the new big-rigged forties by ve- 
ing taxed lightly on sail area, and it is claimed 
that she would not receive the allowance she 
deserves in a race where length is the only ele- 
ment considered in the rule of measure- 
ment. Considering what the Minerva has 


done this Spring, this positien of her 
owner is unwarranted.

+} THE TRAINING WHICH OFFICERS OF THE 


NAVY GRRATLY NEED. 


Tho assembling of so many vessels at tha At- 
lantic navy yards, and Secretary Tracy’s recent 
order appointing Commodore Greer President 
of a board to report on a system of naval tac- 
tics, gives color to the-etatement made not long 
ago that the Navy Department contemplates 
organizing these vessels into a squadron of ex- 
ercise, for the purpose of putting into practice 
the theories of future naval battles and of de- 
vising asystem of tactics which the varied ana 
novel types of vessels that compose the new 
navy has made an urgent necessity, 

The vital importance of such a-step is fully 
appreciated by navy officers. Doubtless those 
of high rank have matured, in their own minds, 
theories how modern ships should fight at sea, 
but there is.no standard system of manwuvring 
laid down, and, with the single exception-of 
the war college established by Admiral Luce at 
Newport, there is no school to:teach how to 
best apply in battle the various arms and ap- 
Pliances with which a modern battleship is 
equipped, and, aside from the work of Com- 
mander William Bainbridge Hoff on naval 
tactics, published in 1884, thefe is no book 


furnished the American naval officer which has 
the slightest bearing on battle formations of the 
present day. Even this system has not been 
‘adopted, for the reason,that there has been no 
opportunity of practically testing the merits of 
the ideas advanced. 

The urgent need of perfecting a system of 
tactics, testing the value of the theories by 
actual trial, and the far moreimportantrequire- 
quirement of practice, cannot, in the opinion of 
naval officers, ho overestimated. An eminent 
authority on tactics says: “ A squadron mov- 
ing on an enemy must do so in some order, An 
advance as a mob means defeat. Individual 
dash is interior to system, even should that 
system not be the beat.” 

Another eminent tactician, Capt. Bridge of 
the Royal Navy, speaking of ap ongasemen® 
between two fleets, asserts: ‘In the early 
stage of the action T venture to think no great 
damage will be done on either side. The two, I 
expect, will pass through each other to a great 
extent intact till there will arrive the time 
which shall be the.crucial test of the value of 
the evolutionary praetice in peaceful times. 
The uwo fleets will have togre-form! Picture to 
yourself the effect, moral as well as material, 
of a well-ordered column of fresh ships bearing 
down at superior speed upon a group of vessels 
endeavoring to re-form. This strictly tactical’ 
movement (that ef bringing an overwhelming 
force upon some portion of the enemy’s fleet) 
should not be left te chance or signal.” 

Unquestiouably the time when the general 
order of battle was the Hibernian style. of 
** Whenever you see a head, it it,’ has passed. 
All naval authorities now agres that method 
is of equaljif notof greater importance than 
individual dash. Sinee the introduction of 
the ram has made the ship, formerly a plat- 
form for guns, now a missile in itself, the 
practice essentially Ley ey df to acquire skill 
and precision in handling this projectile, with 
its other qualities of a mobile battery, has be- 
come one of supreme importance. 

A French Admiral, the Count de Gueydon, 
urges, ‘“‘ Above all, steady nerves, an accurate 
eye, anda sure hand. Science cannot develop 
these qualities; practice alone can,” Among 
American authorities Commander Hoff says: 
‘Naval officers must not only know tactics 
theoreticallv, but they must be perfectly cer- 
tain of their ships, know what they are capable 
of, and, 1n case of breaking down or other acci- 
dent, how to act to keep them out of the way of 
friendly vessels, and how best to present them 
to the enemy to offset their crippled condition. 
This experience cannot be obtained in the class 
room or in small vessels. To be successful, the 
nerve of the Captain must grow with his expe- 
rience, and this condition of affairs can only be 
brought about by drilling ip fleet tactics in line 
of battle ships where collision meaus fatal dam- 
age.” 

This valuable training American officers have 


*not had, and it is perhaps safe to say that the 


officers commanding the new cruisers and gun- 
boats are unable to judge how their respective 
veasels would act under different conditions of 
eavironment—tfor instance, the time necessary 
to describe a circle at various speeds and the 
diameters of the circles, the degrees of helm 
necessary to turn at eertain speeds, &c. For 
this training, there are now available at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, or could = soon 
be made ready, the Chicago, Atlanta, 
Yorktown, Boston, Galena, Yantic, and 
the double-turreted monitor Miantono- 
mah. Several single-turret monitors could 
soon be prepared. The Petrel and the dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius will soon be available. To 
this list can be added the Lancaster and the Al- 
liance, now on their way home and expected to 
arrive this month. The Quinnebaug, trom Eu- 
rope, is already here, The Despatch and the 
torpedo boat Stiletto complete the list. It is sig- 
niticant that, though several vessels are availa- 
ble, none has been ordered to relieve those or- 
dered home from fvreign stations, which adds 
considerable force to the report that the Secre- 
tary intends to establish this squadron of eyolu- 
tion. The project, if carried into excoution, will 
be of more importance and value to the navy 
than anything which has ocourred during tho 
present decade, 


SWEPT BY HEAVY RAINS. 








STREAMS OVERFLOW, MANY LIVES IN 
DANGER, AND FARMS RUINED. 


TITUSVILLE, Penn., July 3.—A terrific thunder- 
storm passed over this city last evening. It was 
followed by two cloudbursts that caused a 
furious overflow of Church Run, which tray- 
eraes and winds through the city. From an 
insignificant stream the run turned into a 
furious torrent in a few minutes, coursing 
through the streets, filling cellars, and rising in 
some cases to the first stories of houses. 

Fully three miles of streets were flcoded and 
over two feot of water was on the sidewalks, 
Families along the line of the flood became 
frantic, and a number of rafts were built on 
which women ana children were taken to places 
of safety.

M’MURRAY GOERS FREE. 

Thero was a long examination at the Jefferson 
Market Police Court before Justice Smith yes- 
terday in the case of John L. McMurray, one of 
the proprietors of the Knickerbocker Conserv- 
atory of Music and Dancing, at 44 West Four- 
teenth-streot, who was accused of having ar- 
ranged to set fire to the premises occupied by 
the conservatory last Friday morning. Fire 
Marshal Mitchell testified that he found that 
elaborate preparations had been made by some 
one to fire the building. A hole had been Gut in 
the planking on the third floor and the aperture 
had been filled with kerosene-soaked paper and 
rubbish, Furniture had been piled in the mid- 
dle ef the rooms, and under each pile was a lot 
of kerosene-soaked rubbish. There was no evi- 
dence that the preparations to fire the premises 
had been made by the accused, 

The principal witnesses against MeMurray 
were his two partners, Charles E. Geigier and 
Oharles E. Doring, and they made very long 
statements yesterday in support of their theory 
that McMurray was guilty of the attempt at 
arson. It was testified to that the three mep, 
MoMurray, Geigler, and Doring, were equal 
partners in the conservatory until May 15, 
when it was turned into a joint-stock concern. 
Geigler described in detail how on his returning 
home about 1 o’clock on the morning of Friday 
he found all the marvelous preparations made 
for burning up the place. After his discovery 
he went to the bedroom, where both Doring ana 
MeMurray oecupied the same bed. He quietly 
awoke Doring, took him down stairs, and showed 
him the preparations made to burn up the estab- 
lishment. Doring’s testimony was not of great 
importanee, Neither of them preduced any 
testimony to connect McMurray directly with 
the preparations for firing the puilding. 

Justice Smith said that there was no evidence 
against MoMurray, and he therefore dismissed 
the complaint and discharged the accused, 








MORP BABIES THAN DOLLARS. 

Ever since the figures of the men who took 
the school census of Jersey City were made 
public a month ago the Newark press has been, 
claiming that the census was fraudulently 
large. Newark’s interest is due to the fact that 
the State school moneys are collected from tho 
counties on: the basis of dollars and distrinuted 
among them on the basis of school children.. 
Newark has more dollars than babies, and 
always gets back less than she pays, Jersey 
City has more babies than dollars, and always 
gota. back more than she pays. The larger Jer- 
sey City’s census, the larger the proportion of 
the overpius that is paid by Newark.

ANOTHER DENIAL OF THE CHARGES 
OF DR. CHILDS. 


FORTRESS MONROE, Va, July 3.—Gen. Arm-

“The Rey. J. S, Childs of Washington has again

In- 
mates of this guardhouse were taken out a distance 
into the open air at least three times daily, and ag 
they were aware, could terminate their confinement 
at any moment by doing what was required of them, 
usually to tell where they got the liquor which had 
been sold or given to them contrary to the laws of 
the United States and Virginia. The chiefdesign of 
this room was to fight whisky, the Indian's 
greatest enemy. Dr. Childs’s words that ‘the pun- 
ishment inflicted on those Indian boys was such as 
our State prisons de net inflict on the most aban- 
dened criminals’ is a characteristic exaggeration. 
The misiake made by @ school officer in under- 
stating its dimensions to Dr. Childs was publicly 
corrected by Gen. Whittlesey and Mr. Smiley of the 
Board of Indian Commissionets, yet the statement 
has been twice repeated by Dr. Childs. 

“The people, the Government, and the Indians 
are honestly served here, and the closest scrutiny 
from allis invited. Dr. Childs again claims great 
credit for the improved food for Indians here. Some 
credit is due him, but he claims too much.”

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DELAWARE’S VOTING 


THH PROULIAR ASSESSMENT 
AOIS OF THE STATE. 
HOW CITIZENS ARE DISFRANCHISED 
THROUGH THEIR OWN OARELESS-,; 

NESS BY PARTISAN OFFICIALS, 


WILMINGTON, Del., July 3.—The assessment 
laws.of Delaware, for years a fruitful topic-of 
public political discussion, have been under- 
going a crucial test during the past month, 
and as aresult they stand forth In the para- 
doxical attitude of being at once the fairest and 
the most oppressive laws governing the exer 
olse of the right of suffrage that prevail in any 
State in the Union. 

The recent municipal election in Wilmingten 
was the event that brought the peculiar operer 
tion of the State suffrage laws into question. 
The right to vote at the city election is de- 
pendent upon a previous registration, and the 
qualifications necessary for registration are 
that the applicantshall firat be duly qualified to 
Vote at a general or State election. To vote at 
@ general elestion the citizen must first pay a 
county tax that sDall nave been assessed at 
least six months prior to the election. Having 
paid this tax, he is qualified to vote at all State 
elections occurring within two years of the date 
of such payment. Without paying this tax he 
cannot vote, except he happens to be between 
twenty-one-and twenty-two years of age, and 
therefore entitled to cast his maiden ballot on 
age. At munictpal elections in Wilmington 


these qualifications. are a prerequisite to the 
right of registration, and without first being 
registered no citizen can vote at the charter 
election. 

The assessment laws of the State are, there- 
fora, the basis of suffrage at both city and State 
eleciiens, for without assessment and payment 
of taxes, no citizen can vote at either. Itis by 
reason of this condition that the dual claim is 
set forth that these laws are at once the fairest 
and the most diabolical that could be devised; 
the Democrats insisting that they afferd every 
citizen the fullest opportunity of qualifying ter 
the exercise of the right of suffrage, while Re- 
publicans have contended for years that they 
are outrageous-measures of disfranchisement, 
whose only recommendation is that they serve 
to keep the dominant party in power by oheat- 
ing the county out of taxes and Republicans 
out of their votes. And yet, as far as the strict 
letter of the law is concerned on the one side, 
and its actual operations are considered on the 
other, both parties are correct in their widely- 
divergent claims, 

As a matter of fact, the suffrage laws of Dela- 
ware, by themS8elves considered, are as free, 
fair, and full of opportunities for the citizen to 
qualify himself tor voting as any laws that 
eould be devised for the regulation of the right 
of suffrage. They begin by a quadrennial assess- 
ment of citizens, which is made during the 
Winter following Presidential elections, the 
assessments of other years simply comprising 
the additions that naturally accrue as new wen 
come into the State, delinquents become éligi- 
ble, and young men pass the age of twenty-two 
years and become liable to assessment. The 
Assessors of eaeh hundred or district are elected 
biennially by the people, thus avoiding the 
selection of a purely partisan board, and as 
thoir compensation is 10 cents per name they 
have every inducement to make a close can- 
vass and not leave off names for partisan 
effect. They go from house to house, and the 
citizen ig not obliged to put himself to any 
trouble at this stage of the proceedings, theugh 
he can,if he desires, call upon the Assessor in 
person and seo that his name goes down. 

Having completed his canvass, each Assessor 
is required to arrange the names in books in 
alphabetical order and hang up copies of the 
same in “five of the most public places in the 
hundred,” as the law expresses it, for the in- 
speesion of the people. The citizen who is ordi- 
narily watchful of his political rights takes 
oare to see that he is duly assessed; the indiffer- 
ent citizen, who as a general thing is largely in 
the majority, pays no attention to the matter, 
although the party organs constantly keep tho 
subjeet before their readers and Imporsune 
them to ‘‘see that they are assessed.”’ The lists 
are exposed to public view for ten days. 

Having thus given all the eitizens ample op- 
portunity to look after their interests, the As- 
sessor follows this up with a pubiic sitting for 
five consecutive days at some convenient place, 
for the purpose of making transfers and correc- 
tions aad adding to his lists the name of any 
taxables he may have omitted accidentally or 
otherwise, Atthis sitting, which must also be 
duly advertised by handbills or in the publis 
press, the applicant for assesament must be ac- 
companied by a responsible freeholder to vouch 
that he is a resident of the district in which he 
applies. Having attended to this work, the As- 
sessor again prepares iive copies of his iists aud 
hangs the same up for public inspection. 

To the average citizen this would seem to be 
as ample opportunity as one could wish for, but 
there is still another chance. The Levy Court 
(the ceunty governing body, similar to the 
County Commissioners of other States) at its 
aunnal March session, carefully revises the 
work of the Assessors und makes whatever cor- 
rections, transiers, or additions may still be 
necessary. Here, also, the applicant tor aasess- 
ment must be veuched for by a competent free- 
holder. With the March session of the Levy 
Court the assessment is completed, and as soen 
as possible the tax duplicates are prepared and 
handed to the tax collectors, Who Immediateiy 
begin the cellectien of the amounts due, The 
payment of this tax is the second and 
last act necessary aa a thorough qualification 
for voting. The collecturs reseive their books 
during May, and are required to settle with the 
county during the following February. At this 
time all capitation taxables who have not paia 
their tax, ranging in amounts from 80 cents to 
$2, are returned as delinquents, or “errors,” as 
they are termed by law. The taxes of property 
holders are, of course, not allowed as errors, as 
they constitute a lien against the property and 
can be collected by legal proeéss. it is only 
the men who own no property and are liable for 
capitation tax alone who are returned as errors. 

Here is where one of the peculiar operations 
of the law comes’ in. The men whose names 
are returned on the error list in February can- 
not be restored for ons year, and thus lose their 
votes for at least that périod. This is urged as 
@ groat hardship, but as an offset itis claimed 
that they are allowed nine months in which to 
pay their tax and make their qualification sure. 
Another feature, and a@ very important one, is 
that the citizen who is once assessed has but 
to pay his tax each year in order to keepon 
the lists until the ensuing general assessment, 
as those who pay are carried over from year to 
year and only the delinquents are dropped, 

These are the essential provisions of the suf- 
frage laws of Delaware, and they certainly seem 
to justify the claim’of thorough fairness set up 
for them, in that they afford the citizen plenty 
of opportunities to guard against disfranchise- 
ment. But none the leas true is the Republican 
claim that they are mere disfranchising ma- 
chines in the hands of unscrupulous partisans, 
tor the prevailing indifference of many citizens 
to their political rights has rendered such a re- 
sult possibie. At the initial step, the general 
assessment, When the names of all maie citizens 
above twenty-one years of age are presumed to 
be taken, emocratic assessors; have been 
known deliberately to omit the namos 
of colored men and 80 to misspell and 
distort the names of white Republicans that 
their owners did not know them when they came 
to pay their taxes. Gonsequently, they were 
treated} as though they were not assessed and 
their tender of taxes was refused. Of course, it 
is urged that they might have saved themselves 
by a little attention while the lists were hung 
up for public inspection, but cases are not rare 
where a citizen has found his name correctly 
transcribed on thej public lists of the assessor, 
only to see it appear later on the tax duplicates 
of; the eolleetor so mutilated as to give the col- 
lector an apparently reasonable pretext for re 
fusing the tax on the ground that the assess- 
ment Was intended for some one else, 

Then, while the collectors, who have been 
selected from the Democratic Party for years, 
give tax receipts in bulk to the Democratic 
committees, the Republican committees are 
denied this privilege, and each Republican 
vera, black and white, must appear in person 
and piank down the cash that entities him to 
his receipt and his right to vote. Naturally 
they fail to think of this until the eve of the 
election, when the rush is great and the colleet- 
ors are full ef pretexts for delaying the work. 
And after election is over they are even more 
indtfferent, and the ensuing February finds the 
names of Republicans by scores and hundreds 
on the collectors’ lista of errors, while .by an 

ment with the Democratic committees, 
who pay their taxes in bulk, Democratic voters 
who would otherwise be delinquents are saved 
and kept in good voting condition from year to 
year. 

With each recurring year of ageneral election 
the Republican leaders naturally put forth ex- 
traordinary efforts to get their voters assessed, 
and the political animation thereby developed 
inspires the Democratic managers to throw 
every possible obstacle in their way. Most 
conspicuously was this spirit manifested a year 
ago last January, When the Wilmington assess- 
ors, in accordance With the requirements of the 
law, sat for five days at the City Hall for the 
purpose of adding to their lists the names of 
those who had been omitted. Hordes of unas- 
sessed Republicans crowded into the rooms 
only to be met with the most exasper- 
awne delays. and annoying  subterfuges 
op the part of the assessors, who were 
anxious to do as little work as possible 
during the allotted time. A Democratic police 
force, spurred on to the mostintense partisan 
anxiety by the fact that an exceltiug Mayoralty 
election Was approaching, and that the votes 
of the men who were striving for Assessment 
would be cast for a Republican Mayor, aided the 
iniquitous work of the assessors by mcans that 
at times assumed the ferm of actual brutality 
and resuited in the vielent ejection of those 

who were simply striving for their lawful

their books and begin the receipt of taxes. 
Their intent was odvious—to Keep Repub- 
licans from paying their taxes until after 
May 18, when it would bo ate to 
register for the oity election. emocrat- 
io voters, meanwhile, were supplied with 
tax receipts ad libitum, the Democratic City 
Committee paying for them in bulk, The com- 
munity was aroused at this flagrant political 
outrage, thonewspapers, almost witheut excep- 
tion, denounced it in unmeasured terms, and 
finally the partisan colleoters succumbed to de- 
cent public sentiment, and on May 15 took 
possession of their books. This left only three 
days before the last day of registration, and 
during this time the office was crowded with 
those whose just political rights had been so 
outrageously trified with, 

Such are Delaware’s suffrage laws and such ts 
the manner in which they are administered and 
have been for years. Republican efficials 
administered them in a like manner during the 
period when the Republicans were in power 
and Democracy was considered an unpardon- 
able crime, and Democratic officials have but 
improved upon the lessons then so mercilessly 
taught. The laws are an anomaly; they are 
fair and they areoppressive. Just now the tax 
collectors are idle, and there is ample oppor- 


collest- 


they will neglect this bounden duty, de- 
spite frequent appeals, and in February 
next the Democratic taxables having mean- 
while been carefully attended to, hundreds 
of Republicans will be returned as errors. 
Even then they will not realize their political 
decapitation. Not until the Fall of 1890, when 
an exciting State campaign will bein progress, 
will they beceme imbued with the idea that it 
will be &@ good thing to procure a tax receipt in 
order to vote at the election, It will then be 
too late, for by virtue of being returned as 
errors they will not be eligible to assessment 
for another year, But for this predicament 
they ean blame only’their own carelessness and 
neglect. 

Perhaps, in the apparently far distant future, 
when Delaware rejoices in the new Constitu- 
tion for which her people have been striving, 
almost hopelessly, 80 many years, these assess- 
ment laws may give way toa system which, 
though net more fair to the eye, will be less 
susceptible to partisan manipulation, Until 
this political millennium arrives they are likely 
to remain in existence and stand forth con- 
spicuously in their paradoxical attitude of un- 
equaled fairness and unparalleled iniquity.

WINTER WHHAT OROP. 





FAVORABLE PROSPECTS FOR A GOOD 
YIELD. 

CuicaGo, July 3.—The Farmers’ Review pub- 
lishes in ita issue this week careful. estimates 
based on reports from its correspondents rela- 
tive to the probable vield of wheat in the Win- 
ter wheat States. With the exception of Ken- 
tucky and Indiana, where drought was experi- 
enced in April and May, Winter wheat arrived 
at the harvesting stage in good condition, and 
with good prospects of a large per cent. of “No. 
li hard” There is little change in the acreage 
except in Kansas, where there is an increase of 
about 25 per cent., and in Missouri and Illinois, 
where there has been a considerable falling off 
in the area devoted to Winter wheat. The con- 
dition of the crop at the time of harvest as com- 
pared with last year is as follows: 

Illinois, 115 per cent.; Michigan, 120; Kentucky, 
105; Kansas, 110; Indiana, 123; Ohio, 125; Mis. 
souri, 130. 

Average Yield per Acre.—Tllinois, 15 bushels; 
Michigan, 16; Kentucky, 10.8; Kansas, 20; In- 
diana, 13; Ohio, 14; Missouri, 18. 

Acreage,—lliinois, 2,259,640; Indiana, 2,774,062; 
Ohio, 2,855,227; Kentucky, 1,013,228; Missouri, 
1,402,626; Kansas, 1,812,500; Michigan, 1,612,847. 

Totai yield for seven States, 195,373,000 bvDusnels, 

Assuming that the crop in the other States in 
the Union will yield the same returns as last 
year, viz., 117,860,000 bushels, the total Winter 
wheat crop in 1889 will be about 318,313,000 
bushels. ‘Lhe prospects are also very favorable 
fora good yield of rye, although the area is in- 
dicated to be about 10 per cent. less than last 
year. The average yieid per acre, however, 
will be heavy eneugh to make upany deficiency 
in acreage. The present indications peint to a 
yield of 28,951,000 bushels, the largest crop 
since 1884. 








SPOILS WANTED IMMEDIATELY. 

NEW-BRUNSWIOCK, N. J., July 3.—The Fredo- 
nian, one-of the six leading Republican papers 
of the State, has given an interpretation of the 
sentiment of ihe Republicans on the civil serv- 
ice question which is interesting. 
last week a leading editorial, in whiehit de- 
clared, that “‘to the victors belong the spoils,” 
and that “they want them now—not next year, 
but now.” Democratic State papers have taken 
the Fredonian to task for these utterances, and 
it now follows them up with others equaliy 
strong, in whichit claims that it differs from 
the other Republican journals only in the fact 
that it speaks out what it believes. The Fredo- 
nian is the paper which receently accused Re- 
publican office seekers of paying money to other 
members of the party for ‘‘infiuence” in getting 
them positions.

FORD CONSULSHIP. 


New-Haven, July'3.—Major John A, Tibbita 
of New-London, who was appointed consul to 
.Bradford, England, last Saturday, will accept 
“the appointment asthe best within his reach, 
“puthe is by no means satisfied. The Major 
“wanted to succeed his townsman, ex-Gov. 
’ Waller, as Consul General at London, and when 
that fine berth went to John C. New of In- 
diana, ‘he fixed his eyes upon the-consulate at 
Manchester, He was backed by Secretary 
Blaine, the Republican members of Connesti- 
cut’s delegation in Congress, and the leaders of 
the party athome. Bat it happened that Vice 
President Morton haa afriend who was desirous 
of goipg:to Manchester, and the position has 
been’set aside for the New-York man. The 
consulate at Bradford 1s worth about $8,000 
@year, while the place at Manchester brings 
the incumbent in at least $20,000—hence the 
Major’s disappointment.

ALBANY, July 3.—The Wardens of the State 
prisons met here yesterday with Superintendent 
of State Prisons Lathrop. The subject under dis- 
cussion was the employment of the prisoners 
under the Fassett bil. It was decided to ad- 
vertise for proposals for the employment of 
prisoners in each prison separately under the 
piece price plan. Any bidder may furnieh his 
own machinery, or the State may do 50, as may 
be agreed upon. Bids must be submitted be- 
fore noon on July 15, The kinds of work and 


number of prisoners to be placed on each kind 
in the three State prisons are as follows: 


In Sing Sing Prison—One hundred on the manu.

We regard the 
taxon bituminous coal as an injustice and 
a blunder, but we believe it is so quite as 
much for the anthracite - companies as for 
any others inthe community. Certainly, 
it would be. difficult to show that they gain 
anything by it. 





The meetings of teachers of the public: 
schools in Brooklyn have been extremely 
interesting and profitable to all concerned. ; 
‘Yesterday Mr.:McALIsTER, the energetic 
and progressive.Superintendent from Phil- 
adelphia, gave an account of the experi-: 
ence in that city with.the system of kinder- 
garten training in the primary schools and 
with the teaching ef manual occupations to. 
the.folder fscholars. Thowgh Mr. McALIs- 
TER is at once prudent and progressive and 
by no means inclined to exaggerate the re- 
sults attained under-his supervision, his re- 
port was very encouraging and fairly sus- 
tained those-who are trying to extend these 
twe relatively new branches of training in- 
the public schools. It is a singular mis- 
fortune for New-York that our teachers 
have not been allowed to attend these 
meetings. We can imagine no good reason 
for preventing them. Is it possible that 
Mr. JASPER is afraid to allow the teachers 
‘under him to ceme into intereourse with 
others who have been using more-advanced 
methods and who do not regard the New- 
York administration as.perfect? 








The excellent Summer werk of the Chil-! 
dren’s Aid Society at Bath, L. I, is 

languishing for want of money. There is 

danger that the usefulness of its Summer 

Home may be very seriously diminished, 

Every week 250 little girls are sent down: 
from the city for a brief and sorely-needed 

outing, and this week it has been arranged 

to give pienics to over 1,000 boys. The 

society also maintains a Health Home at: 
“West Coney Island, to which this week. 
250 peor mothers with sick children have 

been sent. Therunning expenses of each 

of these homes is over $2,000 a month, and 

when it-is considered that. $3 will pay for a. 
“week’s outing at the seaside for a child, 

there sheuld be no question that the amount 

needed will be supplied and that the 

beneficent work of the society will not be: 
suffered to languish. 


THE SPOILSMEN’S VIEW. 


We have already commented upon the 

‘view taken of the civil service law by that 

eminent spoilsman, lobbyist, political jon- 

ber, and financial schemer, the Hon. ** Tom” 

PuatTT, ex-Senator and actual Boss of the 

Stateof New-York. This view has recently: 
been ‘practically-indorsed by the.Hon..Sena-. 
‘tor Buarr of New-Hampshire, who could 

not be.so bad a man as PLatr if he wished 

to be, owing to a congenital defect in his 

‘intellect. It has still more recently been 

approved, with appropriate amplifications, 4 
by the Washington Post, which is the organ 

bof ex-Postmaster:General HATTON, a spoils- 

man as conspicuous and as contemptible as 

Piatt, but of much less capacity; who has 

Priarrs talent for making himself despi- 

-cable and despised, but is entirely lacking 

‘in the power to makehimeelf feared. These 

gentlemen very fairly represent theextremer 

and least respectable element in theclass of 

politicians who hate the civil service law 

as the horse-thief hates'the halter. It is te 

be noted, hewever, that though they are 

men without the least claim to respect from 

the public, they have.each and all. occupied 

~positiens the incumbents of which ought to 

deserve respect. One has been & Cabinet: 
officer, a second is a Senator, the third is a 
political Cabinet maker, more powerful by 

tar in-determining the policy of the. Admin- 
istration as to the division Of spoils, which 

is its chief concern, than any member of 
the-Cabinet.itself. 


Mr. Hatron’s paper, moreover, claims to 
represent, and probably does se to a-consid- 
erable extent, the Senators and members 
‘of Congress of the Republican Party, and 
4t ts im an appeal'to these that he:conveys 
his opinion of the law. He finds that they 
have been ‘‘complaining of President Har- 
RISON beeause of his vigerous-enforcement 
of the civil servic law,” and he says they 
-ought not te dotthat, because the President 
is not responsible for the law: 

“Let the Senatorial and Congressional gentle- 
men [he says] who are now denouncing the 
law and growling at the President for enfore-. 
ding it reserve their wrath until Congress meets. 
If they are as mad then as they are now, let 
them move for a repeal ofthe law. Three- 
fourths of the.men whe voted for it did.so not 
because they believed in the principle of it, but 
because-they were too cowardly to vote against 
it. They feared the coarse and vulgar abuse of 
the collegiate dudes who were working the 
hobby. This is the plain though not very flat- 
tering truth.” 








We have no means of knowing how nearly 
Mr. Hatron'is correct in this-estimate of 
the motives of: the men who voted for the 
law. Doubtless.a good many yielded te 
their fear of public opinion as they under- 
stood it. Doubtless also the educated and 
intelligent men of the country furnished 
‘most of the advocates of thelaw. That is 
»apt to be the case with all reforms, and it 
is quite natural that Mr. Hatron should 
‘refer'to these men as “collegiate dudes.” 
If there is anything more obnoxious to a 
man like Hatrron’ than an honest gentle-

ton but puzzles him, and if the gentleman 
also have an earnest purpose, in thelong run 
he tires the Hattons out and leaves them 
defeated and vexed and incoherently mad. 
But, such specimens as PLatTT and BLAIR 
apart, we have no reason to think that 
**three-fourths” of the members of the Sen- 
ate and House are sueh sneaking cowards 
as Hatton would make them out. 


But, whether they are or not, they will 
not take HatTron’s advice on the subject. 
‘That he may be sure of. They will not 
move to repeal the law. If any one is 
found to do that, his motion will not pre- 
vail. Perhaps from fear, perhaps from an 
intelligent knowledge of the law and its 
operations, the majority of both parties in 
each house will certainly refrain from try- 
ing-to repeal the law. That has been tried 
‘several times. It has always failed. It 
will continue to fail. The law has come to 
stay. lf any change is made in it, it will 
be to strengthen it. We should like, if de- 
cency permitted, to quote all.of Mr. Hat- 
Ton’s abuse ef the honest and intelligent 
men and women who have entered the 
service under the law by virtue of their 
own proved character and capacity with- 
out the degrading help of the Hatton class. 
It would give the public a better idea than 
any wordsof ours can convey both of the 
vileness of the spoilsmen’s minds and of 
the rage with which they see their wretched 
business interfered with. But we earnot 
do that in our columns, and-we must con- 
tent ourselves with the statement that it 
is unspeakably vulgar and filthy. In the 
meantime it would be interesting to know 
how'the pious gentleman at the head of the 
Government relishes being defended by this 
uncommonly dirty person against the 
charge that he is too zéealous.in enforcing 
the law. The inference of his defender is 
that the President is forced to do this by 
his official obligation and against his own 


wish. But it is known to all the people.of 


the United States that he promised, of his 
own free will,-over and again, when he was 
seeking their votes, to do this and much 
more. It is also known that he has not 
kept his promises. The situation, tor a 
man of his professions and in his high 
office, is, to say the least, peculiarly em- 
barrassing. 








THE LONG ISLAND NUISANCES. 


Every Summer brings complaints of the 
intolerable stenches that are wafted across 
the East.River from Long Island City and 
its environs. Again and again there have 
been official inquiries into the source of the 
sickening odors and threats of legal pro- 
ceedings for the abatement of the nuisance, 
and still the easterly winds bring the com- 
bination of vile smells from the purlieus 
Their quality is 
tested every day by passengers on the 
railroad trains to and from Rockaway and 
other beaches on the south side of Long 
Island. The reputation of the River Rhine, 
where it washes the city of Cologne, is 
eclipsed by Newtown Creek, where it fails 
to wash Long Island City and Newtown. 
The local populatien, so far as.itis not con- 
cerned in the nuisance-breeding establish- 
ments, seems to have lapsed into despair, 
and left the task of complaining to the peo- 
ple of this city, who receive the stenches 
attenuated by a mile of purer atmosphere. 

It is the duty of the local Boards of 
Health to-take action for the abatement ef 


nuisances within their jurisdiction, but the 


Board ef Health of Newtown seems either 


-to be owned. by the concerns that produce 
the pestilential emanations or to be lulied 


into apathy by the soperific effects ef the 
air in which it lives, Apparently it cannot 
be stirred to action. Long Island City has 
no Board‘of Health because the Board of 
Aldermen has long refused to confirm the 
Mayors appointees. The Standard Oil 
Company, the varnish factories, and the 
bone-boiling establishments seem to be: 
more potent with the Aldermen than 
the yoice of the complaining people. The 
Mayor will not appoint Health Commission- 
ers who would telerate the nuisances which 
these concerns create, and the Aldermen 
will not consent to the appointment of any 
ether. An efiort was made in the Legis- 
lature to have the State Board of Health 
authorized to appoint a local board for 
Long Island City, but it was defeated, the 
power ofthe Standard Oil Company extend- 
ing even.to Albany. 


The State Board of Health considered the 
Long Island nuisances at its meeting in this 
city yesterday, but seemed to be doubtful 
of its power to act except through local 
boards. The Attorney General is to be 
asked about it. Meantime the production 
of sickening stenches will go on as hereto- 
fore. There is a provision of law which 
empowers the Governor to-direct-the Board 
of Health to ‘‘examine into nuisances affect- 
ing the security of life and health in.any 
locality,” and upon its report to order-them 
‘*to be changed as he shall direct or 
abated and removed.” Any person 
maintaining the nuisances after notice. 
of such order is declared to be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and subject to 
punishment by fine or imprisonment or 
both. This method of dealing with the 
Newtown Creek nuisances was resorted to 
once some years ago, but.it does not.seem 
to have been permanently effectual. The 
trouble is notlack of law or of investi- 
gation: and reports, but of vigorous and 
sustained action. The concerns that save 
money by allowing the waste and.refuse 
of ‘their manufacturing processes to run 
into Newtown Creek and poison the air 
for miles around evade law and public 
authority whenever they are not watched. 
When investigations are made they-promise 
te remedy the evil, and when investigations 
are over they relapse inte their old ways. 
For the security of life and health.in their 
neighberhood they seem to have no care. 


There ought to be a speedy and vigorous 
concentration of all the public authority 
there is fer dealing with nuisances upon 
this Long Island plague spot, Unless the 
manufactories on Newtown Creek can be 
conducted without-detriment to the:public 
health and comfort they should be com- 
pelled to remove to a distance from thickly- 
populated districts. But we have been say- 
ing this in behalf of the public these many 
years, and still publie opinion and public 





of fairedncation.not only irritates.a Hat-{ interests seem to be less powerful than the ; 
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capital invested in nuisance-producing in- 
dustries across the river. 





DAVITT AND FORD. 


The testimony of MicHaEL.Davitt before 
the Parnell Cemmission is in some respects 
the most interesting and important that 
has been taken by that body. Davitt 
himself isone of the Irishmen who have 
lent some glow of picturesqueness and of 
patriotism to even:the most disastrous and 
the most disgraceful of Irish revolutions. 
Among the crowd of sordid and self-seeking: 
agitators the-virtues of such men stand out 
conspicuous. Davitt is not a wise.man or 
® sagacious politician anymore than Ros- 
ERT EMMET was, but frem everything that 
he says or writes there is breathed an. un- 
mistakable spirit of sincerity and unself- 
ishness. 

The generosity of DaviirT is mere ob-: 
vious than his sagacity’in the tribute which 
he paid from the witness stand to PATRICK 
Forp. In this country Pat Forp is ther- 
oughly well understood to be a profession- 
al Irishman ef the lowest type. To most 
people who have watched his career he ap- 
pears to be an Irish agitator ‘for revenue 
only.” His paper has advocated the use of 
dynamite, but nebody has inferred from 
this fact that Forp meant te blow up the 
foundations of the British throne, but only 
that he meant to make-whatever profit was 
to be derived from the collection of emer- 
gency funds and from the circulation of a 
newspaper breathing out threatenings and 
slaughter against all Englishmen whom- 
soever. The Patrick Ford of DavirT’s 
eulogy, than whom he had never met a bet- 
terman “as a philanthrepist and a Chris- 
tian,” is not in the least recognizable ex- 
cept by name to those who-are aware of the 
doings of the actual and concrete Pat. 

It is perhaps not.amiss to point out thatin 

the trustfulness of the Davitts of Irish his- 
tory for the Pat Fords thereof is to-bé sought 
and found one main reason of the failure 
of Irish revolutions. Itis not necessary to 
analyze the Celtic character in order to de- 
tect the explanation of these failures, The 
obvious fact is that at some stage of every 
Irish rising it has been deliberately sold 
out by some pretended patriot, and that 
the patriot is always the same kind of 
man as Forp, while his victims are of the 
same kind as Davitr. The English them- 
selves despise Irishmen mainly by reason 
of the British worship of success and the 
corresponding British contempt of failure. If 
the Irish had succeeded in throwing off the 
British yoke the British admiration for 
them would be as: fervent asis the British 
admiration for oar own exploits. Every 
Confederate victery- during the war induced 
a contempt on the part ef representative 
Englishmen for the cause of the Union and 
for the men who upheld it, which the final 
event turned into an admiration of which 
we almost every day see the willing 
or unwilling evidences, But Ireland 
has not freed herself, in spite of 
every advantage except that of an earnest 
and united people. It is possible that this 
advantage.may be had inthe course of the 
present struggle. Mr. PARNELL has certain- 
ly breught the Irish people nearer to 
united action than they ever came before. 
But the testimony of Davitt shows thatthe 
besetting dangers of Irish revolutions, 
the demagogues and their dupes, are by-no 
means absent from the present struggle for 
a limited and qualified independence. 
Mr. Davitr’s praise of the Clan-na-Gael 
needs to be taken with the same allowance 
as his eulogy upen Pat Forp. It isequally 
creditable to his generosity and equally 
discreditable to his good sense. It has been 
very clearly shown within the past few 
weeks that the Clan-na-Gael is an associa- 
tion for the relief of its own officers and 
leaders; and that it has little more todo 
with the liberation of Ireland than with 
the discovery of the Nerth Pole. A man 
who still believes that it is a valuable polit- 
ical agency may ‘be avery'chivalrous, ear- 
nest, and unselfish patriot, but he can 
scarcely expect his.opinion upon a point of 
practical politics to be accepted as valuable 
by adults. 








ROJAS PAUL AND BLANCO, 
Venezuela treats herself: to a Presidential 
election every other year, so that there is 
never any undue lack of political excite- 
ment in the republic. But the election 
which is to occur next Spring may prove 
of unusual importance in determining 
whether-‘the power of the famous GUZMAN 
BLANCO is really destroyed there. Accord- 
ing to some recent tidings his.authority has 
already been broken, the Government of 
President PAUL, which his influence is sup- 
poseé to have installed, having virtually 
repudiated it. There is something signifi- 
cant in the fact thatsundry recent demon- 
strations of disrespect to BLANCO at Cara- 
‘cas were hailed as ‘a peaceful revolution.” 
Heis not only out of the Presidency and 
out of the home Government, but has for 
some time‘been residing as.Ambassador in 
Paris, endeavoring to settle the old bound- 
ary dispute with Great Britain, and con- 
ducting other affairsfor Venezuela. Piuck- 
ing up courage from his prolonged absence, 
some of his countrymen flooded the repub- 
lic with circulars denouncing him, and 
marched about in processions requesting 
that he should be ‘“downed” as a tyrant. 
Coupled with these outbreaks against 
BLANCO were praises forthe Administra- 
tion of Dr. Rosas Paut. To a reporter of 
the Paris Figaro BLaNco recently denied 
that he had any dispute with Dr. Pavut; 
but this does not accord with the news 
from Caracas. ° 

The career of Gen. GUZMAN BLANCO has 
been an extraerdinary one. For the greater 
part of twenty years he may be said to have 
politically owned Venezuela. He first be- 
came President in 1870, azd has filled the 
office ever since, with the exception of 
three or four terms of two years each, when, 
under the new Constitution, he was not eli- 
gible. One of these went, in 1884, to Gen. 
JOAQUIN CRESPO, and another to Rosgas 
Pav last year. When out of the Presi- 
dency BEANCO usually gees out of the 
country, but he has guided its politics hith- 
erto about as effectually in Paris asin 
Caracas. ‘The Illustrious American,” as 
he was formally entitled by actof Congress, 
was in Paris when elected in 1886; and he 













office being filled out by Gen. Lorzz. The 
chief candidates for the new term were 
then Gen. Matos, Gen. CRESPO, Gen, LaRa, 
and Dr. Royas Paut. The first-named 
was thought to be BLANCO’s candidate; 
but as the last was elected it was taken for 
granted that he represented the absent po- 
tentate. CresPO undertook resistance, but 
was captured, and, on bejng pardened by 
President Pauu, left the country. 


While the antagonism to BLANco had 
been more or less apparent for some time, it 
first resulted in a popular demonstration in 
Aprilof this year. He had been charged.by 
his oppenents ‘with making enormous prefite 
for himself by the purchase of a war ship in 
Europe for the Government, and by the 
terms on which he had arranged a conver- 
sion of the national debt through the medi- 
ation of foreign capitalists. He was also 
accused of profiting by his concessions to 
immigrants, Whatever the facts, these 
charges served to increass.the opposition to 
him. At the same time he seems to have 
offended President PauL, the result being 
the removal from military and civil. office of 
some of his warm adherents. The 27th of 
Aprilis.the anniversary of BLANCO’s capt- 
ure of Caracas and accession to the Presi- 
dency. It hasbeen the custom to celebrate 
this day by decorating his-various statues 
in theeapital and elsewhere. But this year 
excited threngs in the streets of Caracas 
refused to allowthe customary honors to be 
paid, and it even.required a military guard 
to prevent one of his images from beiug torn 
down. Itappearsthat when GUZMAN BLANCO 
heard of these performances his rage knew 
no bounds. He wrote a letter to President 
PauL, as it is understood, and the latter, on 
receiving it, resigned hisoffice. An enor- 
mous demonstration of citizens demanded 
the withdrawal of the resignation and de- 
nounced GUZMAN. Congress passed a vote 
of confidence in the President, and his 
resignation was accordingly withdrawn. 
Since then exciting scenes have occurred 
elsewhere in the republic, all taking the 
form of eulogizing President PavuL and en- 
couraging him to goon without regard to 
BLANCO, 

This is Venezuela’s *‘ peaceful revelution.” 
‘What the end will be it is difficult to say. 
Dr. PauLis not eligible for election next 
year under the Constitution adopted several 
years ago, which does not.allew the re-elec- 
tion of a President until one term has in-: 
tervened. But whether BLANco himself, 
who is now eligible again, reappears as a 
candidate, or whether he nominates some 
follower who will be more obsequious than 
Dr. Pau has been, he is hardly likely to 
resign his power in Venezuela without 
making a struggle. 


THE BUREAU OF NAVAL INTELLI- 
GENCE. 


Among the changes of importance now in 
progress in the Navy Department, the ap- 
proaching departure ef the Chief Intelli- 
gence Officer from the position he has oceu- 
pied for more than four years deserves. 
other than passing notice. The office of 
Naval Intelligence was started upon an ex- 
cellent foundation by the predecessor of 
Lieut. R. P. RopGrers, the present incum- 
bent, but-it was left to Lieut. RopGERs to 
perfect the plans and to arrange.a system 
of thoroughly classifying the immense 
mass of information that had been accumu- 
lating from every quarter of the globe, and 
to improve on the methods for such collec- 
tions in addition to the regular work of ar- 
ranging information concerning all navies 
and the resources for-war of all powers, 
which has been regularly advanced. It 
being clearly recognized that such collect- 
ing, sifting, and arranging of information 
is an essential in time of peace to insure 
the rapid opening and vigorous prosecution 
of anyswar, whether at home or abroad. 
The diffusion of necessary and useful infor- 
mation in peace times has been one of the 
chief aims during the present administra- 
tion of the office, and this.has been brought 
about by the publication of the * General 
Information Series,” an annual embracing 
the advance and important changes in 
ordnance, engineering, construction, and 
all else pertaining to the naval profession, 
The influence of the office can also be seen 1n 
Congressional cemmittee reports, reports of 
the Secretary of the Navy, and in all other 
matters where authentic reference is re- 
quired. The work of designing vessels, arm- 
er, guns, and machinery, and of preparing 
the specifications for such details, would 
undoubtedly have been greatly delayed had 
it not been for this oftice. 

No fact illustrates mere forcibly the im- 








‘provements and advances in modern war- 


fare or demonstrates more clearly the 
purely scientific principles upon which the 
conduct and tactics of such warfare are 
based than the absolute necessity of this 
refined preparation in order to hope for 
success in operations against an enemy. 
The office has now established itself so 
firmly asa-power and necessary feature of 
the Navy Department thatif the lines at 
present so carefully and wisely marked 
out are followed it should should grow 
into a general staff and be the source 
from which will bedrawn our plans for 
mobilization, mane@uvres, and campaigns, 
Much as it is to be regretted that the estab- 
lished practice of rotatien in office necessi- 
tates the relinquishing of his present duties 
by Lieut. RopGERS, to perform atour at sea, 
it must be with feelings of pride and satis- 
faction that he reviews his career of the 
past four years, which leaves the office of 
Naval Intelligence in so advanced and 
flourishing a condition.

Snyder 
was the owner of 800 shares of stock

"Thiv steak 
McComb retained, and his executrix after his 
death also refused to account for it, the claim 
set forth being that he held it as collateral se- 
curity for his claim against the lste Josiah 
Bardwell of Boston, who, it was aileged, was 
possessed of the equitable interest in the stock 
in question, 

The value of the stock at the time of the 
execution of the declaration of trust was 
alleged to be $42,000, testimony being given 
that Snyder paid this amount for it. Action 
was brought in this city on Jan. 30, 1883, 
against Col. MeComb’s executrix, and the trial 
ete ey @® long time, much testimory being 
heard.

udge Wales read the opinion of the court 
aftirming the declaration of the plaintiff, and 
Justice Bradley concurred. The court held that 
the plea that McComb held the stock as collat- 
eral was not sustained, the proof being that 
this claim was not put forward until several 
— after the execution of the declaration of 
ust, Which contalned no intimation whatever 
that the stock would in any way be con- 
sidered as collateral for Bardwell’s indebt- 
edness to McComp. The relation of 
McComb was clearly set forth by Justice 
Bradley as that of a Trustee, while the proof 
Was that he did not give a faithful execution of 
his trust. McComb was also a large stockholder 
in the Southern Railroad Association, but in 
November, 1871, he disposed of his own stock 
to the Pennsylvania Railroad Company for 
$125 per share, under an agreement to repur- 
chase it at the end of two years at an advauce, 
and also transferred the Snyder stock, in trust, 
to that company to enable it to have full eon- 
trol of the operations in prospect. As to the 
plea of the Statute of Limitations, the court 
held that it did not lie in this case, as it was one 
of pure trust, existing to date, and no tdenied. 
Had the trust been repudiated the statute 
mignt have run from such repudiation. 

The court made a decree for the complainants 
against the defendant for $42,000, wish inter- 
est at 6 per cent. from Nov. 22, 1869, the date 
of the declaration of trust. This makes the 
total amount between $91,000 and $92,000.

THE WHEELMEN’S MEET, 


HAGERSTOWN, Md., July 3.—The bad weather 
of to-day cast a damper on the league meet. 
The hundreds of wheelmen were delighted witt 
the beautiful weather which greeted them it 
the morning, and many runs were projected 
but the storm changed all this. In this hilly 
and heavily-wooded country storms materialize 
very quickly. Before noon the sun hid itself 
behind heavy clouds, and during the afternoor 
Ti was a succession of showers. Between the 
cloud bursts the sun would shine very brilliant 


ly, but the hopes raised were quickly lost. This 
kind of game was kept up till dark. 

At10 A. M. alarge party set out for the An- 
tietam battlefiela. The pace set by the leaders 
was very warm, the roads were very muddy, 
the hills numerous, and many falls were taken. 
Just before the party reached Antietam an un- 
fortunate accident happened to A. O. Gooaman 
of West Hampton, who took a bad header on a 
peculiarly steep hill, breaking his arm and 
otherwise bruising himself. Tne fractured bone 
Was set and splinted by a physician who hap- 
pened to be with the party. At Antietam lunch 
Was served, and the wheelmen enjoyed a rest. 
It had been planned to push on to Penmar, but 
the heavy showers determined the party to ride 
to the nearest station on the Western Maryland 
Railroad, and take a train to Hagerstown. 

One of the pleasant events of the meet was 
the excursion to Penmar tnis afternoon and 
evening. Penmar isa picnic grove on the suim- 
mit of the Blue Mountains, about sixteen miles 
from Hagerstown. A special train of six cars 
carried the party.. As the train ran up the steep 
hills a beautiful view of the Cumberland Vai- 
ley disclosed itself. Atevery4urn of the road 
the prospect unfolded, till finally the eye rested 
On a Valiey sixty miles broad, and shut in by 
ranges of Blue Mountains. At Penmar danc- 
ing was the principal attraction, though the 
sports common at picnics were indulged in. At 
dusk supper was served, the principal item be- 
ing the toothesome soft-shell crab, a delicacy in 
this region at this time of the year. After sup- 
ver the wheelmen and their ladies returned to 

agerstown. 

The streets to-night are kept noisy by rockets 
and firecrackers. At the principal hotels large 
crowds of wheelmen are gathered, dispensing 
hquid hospitality and having a good time gen- 
erally. To-morrow will be the greatest and last 
day ofthe meet. The morning will be given to 
the parade, always an important feature of the 
league meet. The men have burnished up their 
wheels, and to-morrow they will appear in their 
nattiest suits that they may do hovor to their 
clubs. Therun will be through the prineipal 
streets and will occupy forty minutes. The 
authorities have made arrangements to take 
care of 30,000 people, who will come into town 
to see the parade and the races to which the 
afternoon will be given over. The programme 
is. an attractive one, many fast men from vari- 
ous parts of the country having entered. The 
traek had been rolied as smooth as a billiard 
table, but it is expected that the rain has rather 
taken the fine edge off it. The meet will end 
with an open-air concert in the evening. 











A BULGE IN JULY WHEAT. 

CHICAGO, July 3.—Wheat was bullish this 
morning Notwithstanding the copious rains all 
over the Northwestern wheat sections. Theat- 
tempt to make September the leading option in 
wheat having proved unsuecessful, the price 
indicator was ehanged to December, and that 
option opened at 803g cents, an advance of 13 
cent, and sold in the first half hour up to 807% 
certs, subsequently falling back to the opening 
figure. 

The sensation of the morning was an early 
buige in July, which opened at 83 cents, an ad- 
vance of 7g cent, and was quickly run up to 85 
cents. The crowd is timid in trading in this op- 
tion, as it is afraid of a squeeze, small receipts of 
new wheat during July being expected by many 
persons. There isavery large short interest 
stilkoutin July. If the long interest were con- 
centrated a very bad squeeze would be immi- 


nent, but the July long interestis as scattered 
at the short interest. This exceptional strength 
in July heiped to advance the other options 
to-day, but they were a good deal below that 
month, 

The July wheat boom created no end of ex- 
citement in the way of margin callings, boys 
rushing around with checks for the July shorts 
to sign, while commission men were wiring 
their customers who are short on July that 
their trades must be closed up, as they do nos 
propose to run the risk of any such experience 
as they had last September. The shorts, who 
were thoroughly alarmed, covered their July 





wheat very freely, aud, altogether, it was a re- 
mares vely time for the day before a holl- 
ay. 


The buying of July was led by Jones, Kennett, 
and Hopkins, and W. G. McCormick, and it waa 
common talk that Nat Jones and his New-York 
friends were short some. Jones is said to have 
covered 200,000 bushels.

PHILADELPHIA, July 8.—Oarsmen have seldom 
‘faced a more riotous river or worse weather 
| torow in than were encountered by the home 
‘and visiting crews to-day on the Schuykill in 
preliminary trial heats of the people’s regatta. 
As a first-day effort with the men and crews 
fresh and on their mettle, the contests had @ 
keen and stirring interest, all the greater be- 
cause of the boisterous current and intermit- 
tent heavy rains which made boating for the 
time being a precarious business. 

There were six races—two for junior single 
ponllere, two for four-oared shells, and two for 
four-oared gigs. The river showing no disposi- 
tion to behave itself, and getting, worse and 
worse, the heats for the senior singles were an- 
nulled and will be rowed to-morrow morning at 
10:80 o'clock. They were all, with the possible 
@xception of the second heat of the four-oarea 
gigs, good, stirring races, that put to the sever- 
est test the muscles and pluck of the men who 
Pulled the oars. : 

As aspectacle, too, thea number of boats in 
the contests made a striking sight on the river, 
though there were few sightseers compared with 


the multitudes that will doubtless witness the 
races to-morrow. New-York came stupendously 
to the front, carrying off almest all the honors 
ofthe day. Out of the six races, New-York 
captured five and nearly took all. Four of the 
‘winning crews were from New-York City and 
pune from Brooklyn. The home college crew 
Managed to get one of the races,

They were good rowers, too, and handled 
Sheir boats with a sKill that was masterly, con- 
sidering that they must have been more or less 
unfamliar with the river and its eceentric cur- 
rents and eddies, which were puzzling even to 
the Schuylkill Navy boys who know it so well. 

Up almost to the startingltime itjwas a muggy, 
unfavorable day, with low, rolling, dark clouds, 
that every now and then dumped down their 
Joad of rain. The river was bigh, and a small 
Niagara poured over the dam. There were not 
many spectators in the park, few ladies, espe- 
oially, and but forthe group about the boat- 
houses, afew knots of people along the shore, 
and the movement of the jaunches and tugs, 
there was little to indicate that there was any- 
thing unusual going on in the river. — 

The water had the advantage ef being ‘‘fast,’’ 
as the course was down the stream, but the 
wind being dead the other way, the river was 
choppy and full of swirls, and at one time was 
80 tempestuous with side waves that Mr. Phil- 
lips, the Chairman of the Regatta Committee, 
said it was like trying to rowon the Atiantio 
Ocean.

INNTEEN KNOWN 10 BB DEAD 


THE ACCIDENT ON THE NORFOLK AND 
WESTERN RAILROAD. 

LynxcusurG, Va, July 3.—The scene of the 

terrible disaster near Thaxton’s, on the Norfolk 


-and Western Raiiroad, is beyond descriptien. 


There is hardly enough left of the train of 
eight cars that took the leap to the bottem of 
the awful pit to make one car. As soon as the 
boiler of the engine exploded the entire mass 
of débris took fire, and those who went down 
who were not killed outright were burned to 
death. Portions of eight bodies have been 
taken out, and it is believed that fully fifteen 
others were entirely censumed by the fire. 

A survivor of the wreck says that the cries 
for help could be heard from all portions of the 
wreck, and those unhurt were powerless to 
render assistance. The women who managed 
to escapes lay about en the damp ground suffer” 
ing from their injuries until daybreak, and many 


walked long distances to farm houses. The few 
passengers left uninjured did all in their power 
for the unfortunates. ; 

The débris at the wreck has been removed 
ang a number of charred bodies have been 
found. The names of nineteen persons who 
were killed have been ascertained. The list of 
killed, which is official and accurate, is as fol- 
lows:

BIDDING FOR BUSINESS 


THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO 
RAILROAD SURPRISE. 
COMMISSIONER FINK’S DECISION °PEND- 
ING — MORE TRANSCONTINENTAL 

LINES—VILLARD’S PROMISE. 


BALTIMORE, July 3.—The Baltimore and Ohio 
has at last taken the bull by the horns. It gave 
otticial notice to-day that, taking effect July 6, 
it would reduced rates on wheat and corn from 
Chicago to Baltimore from 22 to 17 cents, and 
from Chicago to Philadelphia from 23 to 18 
cents. The New-York rate of 25 cents is re- 
duced to 20 cents. 

The cut is as sensational or even more so than 
the break in Northwestern rates. Some time 
ago the question of reducing rates was pro- 
posed by the Baltimore and Ohio, and thirty- 
Dive out of torty-two central traffic roads voted 
against it. Nota whisper of the reduction has 
been made sinee, and if consequentiy comes in 
the nature of acomplete surprise. The mater 
was kept so quiet that even the local officers of 
the Baltimore and Ohio'knew nothing of the 
reduction uncil this morning. None of the 
other roads has as yet had time to meet the 
reduction, but they will all do so promptly. 

The cut is undoubtedly made, as the Baltimore 
and Obio claims, because it can get no business 
at the present rates. Itis about the only East- 
ern road without lake connections, and has been 
ata vast disadvantage in securing business. 
Whether or not the lake or trunk lines will still 
further reduce the rate is, of course, not yet de- 
cided, Such action will probably be taken, how- 


ever, if the Baltimore and Ohio secures much 
tratiic.

ONE MORE PROMISE. 

CricaGo, July 3.—A special dispatch from St, 
Paul says: “On the recommendation of Henry 
Villard and President Oakes it has been decided 
that the preferred stockholders of the Northern 
Pacific will, this Fall, receive their first divi- 
dend in cash. What the dividend shall be, of 
course depends upon the results of the year’s 
work. Should the present estimates prove 
correct it will certainly not be less than 
3 per cent. The present estimates call 
for a surplus of $600,000 over fixed 
charges. The surplus of previous years foots 
up about the same amount, which will make the 
total sum available for dividends something in 
the neighborhood of $1,200,000. The amount 
of preferred stock is $37,500,000. Of the net 
earnings of the current year a sum very close 
to $1,000,00@ has been expended upon the 
roadbed. As the company needs money for ad- 
ditional equipment and the tmprovement of its 
Pacific coast terminal property, the stockhold- 
ers are to be asked to approve the creation 
of a $5,000,000 collateral trust loan. The 
security for this will be $6,000,000 bonds of 
braneh roade now in the company’s treasury, 
$6,000,000 of bonds in terminal property, and 
$3,000,000 of other securities. This loan is to 
be asked for and the bonds enumerated,not sola, 
as it is deemed unwise to sell them because of 
the income derived from them. The company’s 
unmortgaged'property in Tacoma will form the 
basis for the second $6,000,000 of credit. Only 
sufficient bonds will be sold at once to make 
such improvements as are imperative. 


COMMODITY RATES FIXED. 

CHICAGO, July 3.—The Chicago, St. Paul and 
Kansas City has apparently thought better of 
its proposition to put the commodity rates into 
effect to St. Joseph, Mo., on July 8 At all 
events, the representative of that road, who 
attenaed 
Freight Agents of the Northwestern roads, 
voted with the others for a_ resolu- 
tion providing that the rates should 
extend no further West than the 
points in Iowa that are on the direct line of the 
Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City, between 
Chicago’and St. Paul. ‘This resolution was 
adopted unanimously. The Central Iowa, 
which is a part of the Stickney sys- 
tem, will make the rates from Peoria 
on the same ~basis as from Chicago; 
that 1s, the regular differential will be 
observed, making the rate from Chicago to Mar- 
shalltown 3 cents higher than from Peorla to 
Marshalltown. The Chicago and Northwestern, 
however, wiil maintain its present rate to Mar- 
shalltown, because that point is not on its route 
toSt. Paul, and a reduction to meet the Chicago, 
St. Paul and Kansas City would compel it to 
also reduce the rate to Cedar Rapids, which is 
an intermediate point on its line. 


A NEW TRANSCONTINENTAL. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 3.—Moraga Ranch, which 
comprises over thirteen thousand acres of the 
finest land in Contra Costa County, was owned 
until last week by W. H. Carpenter. The land 
runs through the centre of the county. Last 
Saturday the whole 13,000 acres were sold to 
Gen. Williamson and A. A. Grant. It is said 
that $500,000 was the price paid. Gen. Will- 
jamson is connected with the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad, and A. A. Grant hails from 
Albuquerque, New-Mexico. It is asserted that 


the sale of this ranch really means the forma- 
tion of a new transcontinental road. The idea 
is that the California-Nevada Kailroad, which 
now passes througn Contra Costa County, will 
be built on to Park City, Utwh. The road will 
then proceed to Salt Lake, and eventually make 
a connection at that place with the Rio Grande 
and Western, in combination with the latter 
road and the Colorado Midland, which will 
meet the Rio Grande and Western at Colorado 
and the Utah State line; thus a direct trans- 
continental line will be formed. The whole 
matter has been thoroughly discussed by the 
parties interested, and the work will be pushed. 


RATES ON ALCOHOL. 

CnHIcAGo, July 3.—At the June meetirg of the 
Board ot Managers of the Inter-State Commerce 
Railway Assoeiation the question arose regard- 
ing the establishment from St. Paul to St. Jo- 
seph of the same rates on alcohol as are made 
from Peoria to St. Joseph, application so to do 
having been made by the Chicago, St. Paul ana 
Kaneas City Road. Owing to the failure of ono 
of the managers to agree, an appeal was taken 
to the executive board, which has just given its 
decision. 

In the opinion of the board there is nothing in 
the situation to justify the establishment of 
Peoria rates from St. Paul on alcohol, hence the 
appeal is dismissed, but it is aiso the 
view of the board that the ‘special cir- 
cumstances surrounding the case are such 
that the application of rates on alcohol from 
St. Paul similar to those prevailing from Chi- 
cago would not be unfair, and it is recom- 
mended that such adjustment of the rates be 
made. The appeal to the board, however, being 
tor authority to establish the Peoria rates, the 
above recommendation should be regarded as 
such only aud not as in any Manner authorizing 
the application of the Chicago basis of rates. 


STATE TRANSPORTATION. 

Utica, N. Y., July 3.—Under the amendment 
to the Inter-State Commerce act of March 2, 
1889, the Judges of the United States Circuit 
and District Courts were authorized to issue 
the writ'of mandamus to compel common car- 
riers to transport the traffic of any applicants 
upon the same terms they accept from other 
shippers for like service. Under this act J. ©. 
Clayton of New-York, counsel for Nelson 
Morris and the American Live Stock Trans- 
portation Company of Chicago, filed a 


petition for a mandamus to compel the Dela- 
ware, Laekawanna and Western Railroad Com- 
any to receive and transport petitioner’s cara 
rom Buffalo to the seaboard upon the same 
terms as they charge Schwartzschild & Sulz- 
berger and other shippers. . This is perhaps the 
first suit under the new amendment. Upon 
Teading the petition Judge Coxe promptly 
issued to-day an order to the defendant to show 
cause July 11 why the mandamus snould not 
issue. . 


ATCHISON’S NEW TERMINUS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 3.—The Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé Road has made all arrangements 
fora Sar Francisco terminus. The cars are to 
be run to Tiburon, the station of the San Fran- 
cisco and North Pacific Railroad, in Marin 
County. Passengers and freight cars will be 
ferried across the bay. Ferry: slips are to be 


constructed at North Beach, and somewhere in 
that portion of the city itis expected to erecta 
Western hospital for the Atchison system. 
Railroad shops are to be built at Tiburon.

ONE MILLION AT STAKE, 

F. W. Stevens, a Newark lawyer, and Judge 
Dillon of this city, the arbitrators in the suit 
breught by the State of New-Jersey against the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad 
Company to recover about a million of dollars, 
met the counsel in the case—Attorney Genéral 
John P. Stockton and ex-Gov. Joseph D. Bedle 
—in the Court of Chancery, Chambers, Jersey 
City, yesterday to fix a day for the final argu- 
ments. Oct. 28 was agreed upon. 

It is now two years since, in a special message 
to the Legislature, Gov. Abbett called attention 
to the case. He alleged that the Morris and 
‘Essex Railroad, besides refusing to pay its 
municipal taxes, had, by making false returns 
of valuations, cheated the State out of a large 
amount of taxes. Certain of the company’s 
property was by its charter to pay a tax to the 
State. Other parts of it were to be exempt. 
. The Governor expressed the suspicion that the 
company had withdrawn some of its taxable 
assets into the non-taxable account; that this 
hadj been going on for twenty years, and that, 
as the annual loss to the State was about fifty 
thousand dollars, the State had been practically 
cheated out of around million of dollars. He 
advised that the Statecommence proceedings to 
recover. The Legislature, however, patched up 
@ compromise, by which the company was to 
pay its local taxes and the question of the 
State’s claim was to be referred to the two ar- 
bitrators. Fortwo years the taking of testi- 
mony has beenin progress. Neither of the ar- 
bitrators has heard a word of it, but a volume 
of about four thousand pages of testimony has 
been taken for them by Stenographer Clarence 
Sackett and placed itn their hands, 

Ex-Gov,. Bedloe does ut believe that the State 
will gain much by the suxit. Attorney General 
Stockton thinks, however, that a good case has 
been made against the company. itis doubtrul 
if the arbitrators will agree, unless the arbi- 
trator on the part of the railroad company can 
persuade the State arbitrator to accept his view 
of the matter. 


THE CONCORD CONFERENCE. 

CONCORD, N. H., July 3.—The conferencdé” be- 
tween the Boston and Maine and Concord officiais 
for an amicable adjustment of their differences 
is being continued to-day with an excellent 
prospect of an early settlement. The principal 
matters are already agreed upon, and when 
some minor details are arranged a compact will 
be signed. The more important points now as- 
sented tu by the parties ape said to be: The 
passage by the Legislature without opposition 
by the Concord Road of the Huntington bil! in 
anew draft; the withdrawal of the suitin equity 
of Frank Jonesagainst the Directorsof the Con- 
cord and the Boston, Concord and Montreal 
Railroad; the withdrawal of opposition bs 
the Maine to the consolidation of the 
Concord and Montreal Roads; the withdrawal 
from tbe courts of the suits of the Man- 
chester and Lawrense Railroad against the Con- 
cord ant thelr amicable settlement by the par- 
ties; a traffic arrangement for the transporta- 
tion or 3oston and Maine passenger and 
freight business over the Concord Road between 
Concord and Manchester on terms favorable to 
the Concord Road; and that the bill forthe pur- 
chase of the Concord Railroad by Austin Cor- 
bin and associates shall not be introduced into 
the Legislature. This leaves the Northern 
Railroad free to make a leasé either with the 
Concord or the Maine on the most favorable 
terms it can get.

E. Paulin has returned from Brazil, where he 
went in the Interest of a syndicate of Canadian 
and American capitalists to report on a vast 


railway project to open up the southeastern 
section of Brazil. It is also proposed te place a 
fleet of steamers on one of the rivers, as well as 
to establish steam communication between 
Para, New-York, and Montreal.

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THE LAKE GHORGE ISLANDS. 
__>-———— 
HOW THEY ARE MANAGED BY THE 
STATE FOREST COMMISSION. 

ALBANY, July 3.—A Brooklyn paper has ques- 
tioned the truth of the statement in a dispatch 
from this city, printed in Tae Times last week, 
which contained the announcement that the 
State Forest Commission was about to erect 
large signs %n the islands of Lake George bear- 
ing the words “‘State Land,” and that it had 
also invited eampers to enjoy these beautiful 
patches of nature, notwithstanding the fact 
that the islands contained cottages of “ custo- 
dians” appointed by the Commissioners of the 
Land Office. THE TIMES reiterates the state- 
ment as true. The Brooklyn paper said that if 
such were the faet 16 Was an invitatidn for 
‘‘ tramps, hoodlums, and loafers toinvade these 
lovely places.” The Commissioners deny this. 
They say that it is true they haveinvited camp- 
ing parties, and that there is room for 1,000 
such. They have correspondence from parties 


relative to camps that are respectable and law 
abiding. Thése letters are from eduvational so- 
cieties, orphan schools, and college clubs. 
Furthermore, they say they do not intend to 
throw the islands open to irresponsible parties. 
An official is kept constantly on guard to pre- 
vent this, and to insure the State against aam- 
age. “The article referred to emanated from 
Dr. Bloodgood,” said one of the officials of the 
Forest Commission. ‘‘He don’t want a big 
sign, ‘State Land,’ tacked up on the beautiful 
tree in front of his fine cottage on the Hen apd 
Chickens Islands, nor to have campers on the 
lawn about his house. it is better for them, 
isn’t it, to allow such as Dr. Bloodgood and 
other cottagers to remain on the islands on 
which they have erecied cottages on land they 
do not own than to throw them into the lake?” 
The worst blunder of the Brooklyn critic is 
that the right of occupancy of the custodians 
is verified by the opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral. Ex-Attorney General O’Brien was amem- 
ber of the Land Board, and voted Dec. 1, 1885, 
to grant the application of Dr. Delavan Blood- 
good to be custodian of the Hen and Chickens 
Islands in Lake George, and on Dec. 10, 1885, 
to make John H. Bergen custodian of Huckel- 
berry Island. This action was taken after the 
Legislature of 1885 had appointed Forest Com- 
missioners, giving them custody of forest lands 
in certain counties, Jan. 20, 1886, President 
Cox of the Forest Commission called the Land 
Board’s attention to the fact that jurisdiction 
over the isiands in Lake George was vested 
with the commission. Attorney General 
O’Brien gave an opinion that the Land 
Ottice had power to grant applications to oecu- 
py the jslands. The opinion was fought by 
the Forést Commission and referred to At- 
torney General O’Hrien. He then wrote 
an exhaustive opinion, reviewed his 
tormer action and opinion, and concluded that 
**the opinion expressed in my communication 
to the Commissioners of the Land Office of Feb. 
10, 1886, was based upon a mistaken idea ofthe 
statutory law applicable to the case. The cars, 
eustody, and control of those islands was taken 
away from the Commissioners of the Land 
Office by force of the legislation of 1885, and 
transferred to the Forest Commission.” 





TROUBLE IN OOPPER. 


EXCELLENT CHANCES FOR THE DISSO- 
LUTION OF THE LAST AGREEMENT. 


One after another the endeavors to keep the 
price of copper abnorinaily high fall through. 
Itisonly afew weeks since the various com- 
panies producing lake copper entered into an 
agreement to sell their aceumulations at 12 
cents per pound and to limit their sales propor- 
tionately to the amountof product. The arrange- 


promised to give tone and stability to the mar- 
ket, and as time went by it began to look as 
though their hopes were to be permanently re- 
alized. Manufacturers began buying more 
freely and the copper business improved gen- 
erally. 

For some days past there have been hints of 
trouble among the parties to the agreement, 
and yesterday it becanie known that their rela- 


tions have reached a point so close to open rupt- 
ure that it is doubtful whether a permanent 
goog understanding can be resumed on the 
basis on which they came together. The of- 
fending party is the Tamarack Company, which, 
itis charged, has not been selling accoraing to 
the proportion fixed by the agreement, aud the 
loudest objector to its overselling is the Oal- 
umet and Hecla Company. When the ais- 
covery of the Lamarack’s shortcoming was 
made it very promptly confessed its guilt 
and promised not to do so any more, quite 
confident that its offense would ve overlooked. 
The Calumet and Hecla Company, however, 
was not inclined to condone the breach of 
faith and declared that it regarded the agree- 
ment at an end, and did not see how, under 
the circumstances, any new agreement of any 
value could be formed. [t announced its in- 
tention of disposing of its accumulations of 
product in such ways as might seem best to it. 

This means an open war in copper prices and 
the whole trade is alarmed. Conferences are 
being lield nightly ana the Tamarack Company 
is doing all that.it can in the way of professing 
penitence and pramising better conduct to win 
its big competitor back, but so far it has failed, 
and the prospect of its succeeding is said to be 
very poor. nless a peace is patched up with- 
in afew days copper will come down; just how 
far is @ matter no one in the trade cares to pre- 
diet, but that it will be a big tumble all are 
agreed.

Judge William Jchnson Bacon died at his home 
in Utica, N. Y., last evening. He was born in Will- 
lamstown, Mass., Feb. 18,1803. His ancestors had 
been residents of Massachusetts since 1642. His 
grandfather, John Bacon, was a member of the 
Massachusetts Legislature, and President of the 
Senate in 1800. Ezekiel Bacon, his father, died in 
Utica ‘on Oct, 18, 1870, at the age of ninety-five.

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TRAINING MIND AND BODY 


WHE PROPER WORK, OF THE 
SCHOOL SYSTEM. 
ADDRESSES MADE TO TEACHERS ON 
THREE ALLIED BRANCHES—RESULTS 

OF THE ELECTION. 


Yesterday was a great day for manual train- 
ing and kindred branches of study in the con- 
vention of the New-York State Teachers’ Asso- 
clation atthe Academy of Music in Brooklyn. 
The day’s programme had been especially ar- 
ranged fora thorough discussion of the allied 
subjects of the kindergarten, drawing, and 
manual training in their relations to education 
and to each other. There were special papers 
by authorities on each of the three.sabjects, fol- 
lowed by a discussion of all three in their re- 
lation to each other ard to the general system 
of popular education, by Superintendent James 
MeAlister of Philadelphia, 

The attendance was quite aslarge as that of 
the tirat day. A little routine business was trans- 
acted and nominations of officers were made, 
after which the three essays which formed the 
basis of the subsequent discussion were read. 
Miss Caroline T. Havens-of Prof. Felix Adler’s 
gchool in this city read the first paper, enutied 
“The Kindergarten as Related to Primary 
Work.” Prof. Walter S. Perry of the Pratt In- 
stitute, Brooklyn, followed with ‘Drawing as 
Related to Public School Work,” and Dr. Henry 
M. Leipziger of the Hebrew Technical School of 
this city concluded with “ Manual Training 1n 
Relation to Public School Work.” 

Mr. McAlister covered pretty much all the 
ground over which they went. Heis a small 
man, with a clear, distinct utterance, and he 
was listened to with marked attention. Form, 
color, and language, he sald, were fandamental 


studies. Manual training was a most impor- 
tant branch of education, and Dr. Leipziger 
was right when he said education was valuable 
only when it was practical. Each of the three 
branches—the kindergarten, drawing, and man- 
ual training—claimed the distinction for itself 
of being the most important branch of the re- 
form policy of education. By these claims edu- 
cators had been somewhat misled and discon- 
certed. The fact was they were so intimatel 
related that they were inseparable, and, al- 
though it was true that their ineor- 
poration into the elementary school system 
of the country would be a revolutionary 
proceeding, it was bound to come. The prog- 
ress of the three branches had not been rapid 
until within the last rew years, in which the 
whole education of the whole child had come to 
be demanded. The physical training and de- 
velopment of the physical as wellas, and inhar- 
mony with, the inteliectual training of the child 
Was demanded by every humane, patriotic, 
and moral constderation. In this all these three 
things—the kindergarten, drawing, and manual 
training—agreed. The education of the human 
being must beyin, not end, in the develop- 
ment of the perceptive faculties. The spirit of 
man is related to all the universe around him. 
His functions are to come into harmonious re- 
lationship with his environment. And here 
the kindergarten furnishes himnis first element- 
ary steps in education, dealing primarily with 
the perceptive faculty. ' 

All elements of education should aiso recog- 
nize the seit-activity of the child. Formerly the 
energy of the school was appliei to the sup- 
pression of the activities of the child; this 
hadn't quite disappeared yet. But the best ac- 
cepted thought now demanded the training of 
the child’s energies in proper channels, This 
Was the work of the kindergarten, drawing, and 
Manual trainivg. It was not the business of 
manual training to make blacksmiths and car- 
penters, but to make men and women of broad 
and cultured intellect and strong constitutions, 
aeveloped evenly in every natural faculty. 

There was a growing distrust of the public 
achools, said the speaker, because the peda- 
gogues were standing aloof and refusing to 
adapt their system of teaching to the reform 
idea. There were two transcending problems 
before the people to-day. One of them was the 
education of the masses, and the other was the 
organization of the working masses. Whenevery 
schooibey was trained as well and systematic- 
aily to principles of manual labor as he is now 
to principles of thought the whole race woulda 
be a working mass, every man would be in in- 
dustrial sympathy with every other man, and 
the trouble about class distinctions and con- 
flicts between labor and capital would be ended. 
Mr. McAlister was generously applauded. 

Cc. W. Bardeen of Syracuse, who opened the 
discussion, confessed himself satisfied with the 
prevailing system of education and opposed to 
the expansion of the system by tLe introduction 
of the allied studies. His idea was that the 
child should not bs taught at school the things 
he learned at home. He aid not believe the 
people were dissatisfied with the present sys- 
tem, as had been intimated by Dr. Patton in his 
aGdress the evening before, but confessed there 
was some room for improvement in it. Mr. 
Bardeen seemed, in the view of tne others, to 
entirely miseonceive what was meant by man- 
ual training. He referred to it constantly as if 
it contemplated the engrafting of a system of 
polytechnic or trade schools upon the educa- 
t onal system. 

Dr. Bradiey, Superintendent of the schools of 
Minneapolis, and formerly of Albany, said that 
the introduction of manual training in the Min- 
neapolis schools had proved of incalcoulanle 
benefit to the system. It was introduced three 
years ago, when the number of scholars was 
13,000. The entire system had been recast in 
order to admit it. Since then the school mem- 
bership had increased to 20,000, and the re- 
suits,in apurely educational sense, had been 
such that the new feature had become perma- 
neutly engrafted upon the system, inuch to the 
gratification of allthe people. Superintendent 
Thomas of Newark and others advocated the 
expansion of the education of the country by 
the general adoption of the three studies. 

After the morning session the members of 
the convention went direct to the Pratt In- 
stitute in Ryerson-street, near De Kalb-avenua, 
where the State exhibition of drawing and 
manual-training work is displayed—the largest 
display of the kind ever made, and where Mr. 
Charles Pratt, the founder and patron of the 
institution, had provided an elaborate luncheon 
for the visitors. On their way out they voted 
by ballot for officers of the association for the 
ensuing year, electing the following uncontested 
ticket: 

Presifent—Walter B. Gunnison; Vice Presidents 
—A. C. Hill, Mrs. A. G. Benedict, Miss Augusta J. 
Baich, Elijah A. Howland; Recording Secretary— 
A. W. Morehouse; Assistant Secretary—Fred L. 
Dewey; Transportation Agent—Arthur Cooper; 
Treasurer—C. N. Cobb; Executive Committee—H, 
P. Emerson, George E. Hardy; Superintendent of 
Exhibits—John F. Woodhull. 

At the evening session there were many visit- 
ors. The programme included. the important 
address of State Superintendent Andrew &. 
Draper, the induction of the new President 
into office, and a reception. 

Judge Draper was welcomed as an old and 
familiar friend of the schools of the State and 
their teachers. He woula divide his address, 
he saiG, into two parte—the first devoted to 
schoo! work in the large cities, and the second 
to the sckool work in the State throughout 
the year just closed. School statistics of the 
State showed that last vear over half the school 
children resided in the cities. Educational 
work in the cities was therefore of the highest 
importance, The moral tone of the cities of the 
State is inevitably influential upon the sub- 
urban population. The best scool work shoula 
therefore be done in them. There ought to be 
uniform legislation with respect to the powers 
and duties of the Boards of Education in cities. 
but as most of them were chartered by special 
laws this was not done. Good schoolhouses 
should be provided and teachers who have been 
graduated from a training class or normal 
schoo. The tenure of the teachers’ office 
should be permanent and enduring; good work 
could haraly be expected otherwise. . 

The most important work a Board of Educa- 
tion was called upon to do was to choose a good 
City Superintendent of Schools. A good board 
would choose a good Superintendent and a good 
Superintendent would lay outa proper course of 
study and keep his schools up toit. He should 
be a wan of tact and just motives, interested in 
lis work, wideawake, attentive to educational 
conventions, participating in their delibera- 
tions, and doing whatever should be done to 
keep tke standard of education up to the 
higtest notch. Teachers should not be paid 
according to the grade in which they were em- 
ployed, but according to length of service. A 
desirable te Fa te in the school systems of 
the city wonld be in the giving of larger powers 
to the City Superintendents, Principals, and 
teachers, each in their respective spheres, with 
larger facilities for getting rid of them whenever 
they did not fill the bill. There was no officer in 
the public schoo] system upon whom so much 
ee a as upon the city Superintendent. 

he speaker agreed with Dr. Patton in his de- 
sire for closer relationship between the pubic 
schools and the great universities. In the lan- 
guage of Dr. Patton, they should be articulated 
together; but the articulation should be from 
above downward. The Presidents of the great 
universities should nelp in the adjustment of 
the course of studies in thepublic schools. The 
course of study was too superficial. The schools 
should try to make better spellers, better reaa- 
ers, better writers, and there should be more 
mental arithmetic. All of these things were de- 
endent upon good Boards of Education. 
Therefore these boards should be divoreed 
from other municipal affairs and organizations. 
Mr. Draper told how the Boards of Education 
were chosen in the chief cities of the country, 
When some one said, ‘Teil us about Buffalo.’’ 
Hereplied that he was very sorry to say that 
the school affairs of Buffalo were administered 
upon a vicious plan that was far behind the 
times.' 

Passing to the second branch of his subject, 
Jude«e Draper referred to the late amendments 
of the school law, which had transferred the 
normal and union schools of the State to the 
supervision of the State Department of Public 
Instraction, saying that under its operation the 
sources of supply of public school teachers had 








_ been largely increased. Other amendments of 


the school jaw had been made that the educa- 
tional nodies of the State had advocated, The 
most tant educational bill failed of enact- 
‘ment for want of the Executive opmrere It 
‘wag the Compuisors Education bill. The Gov- 
ernor started his veto by saying that he found 


‘the bili too loose. If that criticism were just 1t |

would be a severe, refiection upon the commit- 
tee that drew the bill; but the Governor re- 
Neved them of anxtety on the matter by subse- 
quently finding that the bill was too tight. 
Believing that drawing was the basis of man- 
ual training, theispeaker had pald a great deal 
of attention to the proper and thorough laying 
of this foundation, and he announced that, be- 
ginning with the examinations in November, 
drawing would be a feature of the teachers’ ex- 


|__ aminations. 
Arbor Day had been'better observed than was 
expected. In the vote on a State tree the sugar 


maple received 43 per cent, of the votes of the 


per cent. The birch, hickory, and willow, he 
observed, with surprise, were unpopular, and 
the rattan got no votes at all. 

The State was making progress in educational 
matters.. Spending $16,000,000 a year, she 
ought to have the best school system possible 
to obtain. This could be secured by conferences 
and the trequent meeting of the people to dis- 
ouss educational matters. The State Teachera’ 
Association was filling a leading part in this 


work. 

After Judge Draper's address, which was 
given long-continued applause, a number of 
resolutions were passed expressing the thanks 
of the association to the Brooklyn authorities and 
people for their hospitality, and several reports 
of committees were received“and adopted, 

Dr. Marvell of Worcester, President of the 
National Educational Assoctation, soon to meet 
ia Nashville, Tenn., was introduced. He merely 
extended an invitation to the members of the 
convention to be present. Then President 
Cook laid down the gavel with a short retiring 
speech, and inducted the new President, Waiter 
B. Gunnison, into office. He made a few re- 
marks, and, the work of the convention having 
come to a close, at 11 o’clock they turned their 
attention to the reception and repast provided 
by the Teachers’ Association of Brooklyn. 





ASKING FOR ASPHALT. 





WALL-STREET BUSINESS MEN  YVISIT 
MESSRS. GRANT AND GILROY. 


A committee of business men from Wall- 
street called on Mayor Grant and Public Works 
Commissioner Gilroy yesterday and requested 
them te approve the project to put an asphalt 
pavement in that street from Nassau to Front- 
street. Both promised to think over the matter, 
but both suggested to the committee that, as 
asphalt pavement eosts more than granite 
block pavement, and is not so durable under 
stress of hard usage such as a pavementis sub- 
jected to in astreet like Wall, it might be well 
for the business men who want it laid for their 
comfort to pay for it themselves. 

In several down-town streets asphalt pave- 
ments have been paid for by business men who, 


have recegnized the fact that the city should 
not be made to pay for special advantages to 
themseives, The trouble about the request of 
the Wall-street men seems to be that to grant it 
would interfere with the general scheme of 
paving, and give a color of right to the reve 
who do business on other streets, in which the 
traffic is great, and therefore noisy, to demand 
that asphalt be laid for them. The Stock Ex- 
change has already asked that Broad-street be 
laid with asphalt. The traffic there is almost as 
great as in Wall-street, though of a somewhat 
different character. Asphalt wouid last there no 
longer than in Wall-street, and not nearly 50 
lopg as granite. The city would therefore 
have to repave both streets again in a com- 
paratively short time. 

Public Works Commissioner Gilroy said yes- 
terday that he had heretofore expressed the 
opinion that asphalt pavement was only suited 
to the residential streets, and he had seen no 
reason to revise that opinion. He intended, 
however, to propose that in streets containing 
schoolhouses and ;hospitals asphalt should be 
substituted for stone in front of those buildings. 
He had received many complaints that in warm 
weather, when schoolhouse windows are kept 
open, the noise of traffic over hard pavements 
prevents teachers and scholars trom hearing 
one another, and that the rattle of wagons 
makes sick people irritable and injures them. 





A PANIO PREVENTED. 





COOLNESS SHOWN AT A LIVELY FIRE 
IN FOURTEENTH-STREET, 


Rosa Lisner’s Palais Royal dry goods store, 
at 4 East Fourteenth-street, was on fire yester- 
day morning, ana about sixty employes escaped 
injury because of the cool-headedness and good 
sense of John Gras, a bookkeeper. The fire 
was due to the carelessness of Bertha Abels, an 
employe, Who went to the reserved stock de- 
partment in the rearof the basement to get. 
some articles and used a piece of lightea paper 
to light a gas jet. She threw the paper aside 
without proper precaution, amd it fell on rub- 
bish which blazed up. She tried to put out the 
fire and her dress ignited. She, of course, iost 
her presence of mind and screamed, and Gras, 
happening to be near, rescued her and bundied 
her up stairs. 

Following her, he warned all the other em- 
ployes and saw to it that they Were not cere: 
monious in the matter of head gear or wraps, 
but went directly to the street. In the mean- 
time Officer Tnomas Logan of the Fifteenth 
Precinct acted as Lop god in sending out an 
alarm, and a second eail for tire apparatus was 
struck at 8:58 o’clook, three minutes after the 
first summons was given. 

The tlames acted asif fate had decreed the 
entire destruction of the building, but they 
Were nipped on the sture floor. Smoke and 
water played havoc with the stock in the store, 
however. It was balf an hour before the fire 
was under control. Inthe meantime George 
Lisner, acting for the proprietor, hunted up the 
girls who escaped and provided them with new 
head gear of the sailor-hat persuasion, and they 
came to the conclusion that disaster under cer- 
tain circumstances is lucky. 

The tire did not extend up stairs, but smoke 
and water did $2,000 damage to the belongings 
of Moreno & Lopez, photographers; W. Imandt, 
tallor, and E. kullage, trimmings. The loss on 
the stock of the Palais Royal is not less than 
$35,000, and it was insured for about $75,000. 
The building, which is owned by the Spoifora 
estate, was damaged $3,500. 

PROPERTY QUICKLY RESOLD, 

Judge Andrews of the Supreme Court yester- 
day denied a motion to vacate an order for the 
examination before trial of Folsom Brothers, 
real estate agents, who are being sued by Louise 
Williams, Helen Gibson, and Clara A, Helm for 
$10,500, alleged to be “due on a real estate 
transaction. The plaintiffs were the owners of 
the apartment house at 138, 140, and 142 East 
Fortieth-street, known as the Baltimore. In 
1886, they say, the Folsom Brothers became 
their agents for the sale of the property, but 
made no effort to bring about a sale, but on the 
contrary disparaged the property for the pur- 
pose of keeping purchasers away in order that 
they might buy it tnemselves. On Feb, 16, 
1888, Louise Wiiliams says that she was asked 
to visit Folsom Brothers’ office, and there an 
offer of theirs to purchase the property was re- 
peated. Mrs. Williams was discouraged over 
the failure to sell the aga and at length 
signed a contract to sell it to Mrs. Jessie Fol- 
som, wife of Thomas F. Folsom, for $97,000, 
Within forty-eight hours she believes it was 
resold to Frederick J. Stone for $110,000. Mrs. 
Foisom, it is now declared, merely purchased 
*the property for Folsom Brothers. 

The object of the suit 18 to havo it decreed 
that at the time of the sale to Mr. Stone, Folsom 
Brotners were still the agents of the plaintiffs, 
and are therefore liable for the difference be- 
tween the $97,000 and the $110,000, less com- 
missions. The defendants deny any bad faith 
on their part, and declare that the plaintiffs 
knew that the property was to be resold to 
Stone. ; 


CHARLES W. BROOKS, JR., ASSAULTED 

An assault, which was made Sunday night 
upon Charies W. Brooks, Jr., son of the well- 
known lawyer, who has a country residence 
near Great Neck, L. I., was made public yester- 
day, Young Brooks was returning to his fath- 
er’s house from that of a friend, about a half 
noile distant, late in the evening, when he was 
struck in the face and knocked down by one of 
two unknown men, who passed him when he 
was about half way home. The men had gone 
a few feet beyond him when one of them 
turned back and struck him a blow which 
stunned him and another which cut open his 
cheek. He fell to the ground and was unable 
to gain strength sufficient to make his way 
home for several hours, The men ran immedi- 
ately after the assault. That ropbery was not 
their object is shown by the fact that although 
Mr. Brooks had valuable jewelry and consider- 
able money about him he found it all intact 
when he reached home. lt is supposed the 
men mistook, Mr. Brooks for some one-against 
whom they hada a grudge. 











BRIDGE RULES BROKEN. 

The policemen on the station platforms and 
the guards on bridge trains are again at their 
old tricks, and itis merely a question of tims 
when a serious and possibly fatal accident will 
bring the public to a realization to which they 
are hourly subjected in traveling by the great 
highway between New-York and Brooklyn. 
Several weeks since a passenger in attempting 
to board a moving train fell between the cars 
and wasonly saved by a hair’s-breadth from 
frightful mutilation. Superintendent Martin 
thereupon gave peremptory orders that so soon 
as the gong sounded to atart all train gates 
should be ittnmediately closed and guarded. For 
a short time the regulation was enforced, but 
latterly it has been almost totally disregarded. 
Men, women, and children are hourly assisted 
to board moving trains by guards and police- 
men, in direet violation of the Superintendent's

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SHAKEN UP BY THE SWELL. 


A COMPLAINT LODGED AGAINST THE 
SANDY HOOK STEAMERS. 


William A. Hall, the owner of the Battery 
Swimming. Baths, has lodged a complaint with 
the Board of Pilot Commissioners against the 
New-Jersey Central Railroad’s Sandy Hook 
steamboats, the Sandy Hook and the Mon- 
mouth. Mr. Hall says that the swell made by 
the passing boats is so great that his bath 
hovises are dashed against the rocks at the 
Battery wall and arein danger of being wrecked 
every time the boats pass. 

Yesterday while the Sandy Hook was paasing 
the swell raised the bathhonses clear of the 
water while about 200 people were bathing. 
The houses were dashed against the Battery 
wall, snapping the hawsers by which they were 
moored like cotton twine. The houses then 
settled back into the water with a mighty 


splash, throwing the water twenty and thirty 
feet into the air. Foratime there was a panic 
among the bathers, which was subdued, how- 
ever, before any one was injured. 

Capt. Moore, the owner of the Castle Garden 
transfer boats, also has a complaint against the 
Sandy Hook boats. On Tuesday, while the 
barge Harvest Home, with several hundred im- 
migrants aboard, was rounding the Battery in 
tow of the steamer George Starr, the Monmouth 
came sweeping past, her swell striking the 
barge. At once it began to toss and roll, while 
most of the immigrants rushed toward the land 
side of the barge screaming with fear. There 
was a panic for a few moments, and as none of 
the immigrants could understand a word of the 
orders shouted to them by the attendants on 
the barge, there was danger of their throwing 
themselves into the water. The tumult was 
finally stilled and the barge. moved up to the 
Castle Garden dock. 

As'there was a delay in landing the immi- 

grants they were kept on the barge for some 
time, and just as the gangplank was run out to 
the dock the Sandy Hook came up the bays, and 
the barge, with the other boats at the dock, 
caught her swell. Instantly the three heavy 
lines which held the barge to the dock snapped, 
and the gangplank was thrown overboard just 
as the passengers Were about to step forward 
across it to the dock. Then there was another 
panic. “Women screamed and men made a wild 
scramble for the other boats lying near as the 
barge drifted away from the dock. After con- 
siderable damage had been done the barge was 
secured and the passengers were landed. 
' Commissioner of Emigration George Starr 
said yesterday that something would be done 
immediately to make the pilots of the Sandy 
Hook boats take a different course in passing 
the Battery, as it was unsafe to land passengers 
at the Castle Garden dock while those steamers 
were passing. Besides, there was danger to all 
vessols lying off Castle Garden of being wrecked 
on the Battery wall. 








ORAZED BY RELIGION. 





AN INSANE WOMAN ATTEMPTS TO CRU- 
CIFY HERSELF. 


It was discovered yesterday by accident that 
Miss Leoni Steuvenal, aged 30, of Bayonne, 
Hudson County, N. J., attempted suicide in a 
peculiar manner on June 26, while insane. 
Her reason became dethroned by religious 
atudies, and for fear that sbe would do violence 
to hersélf a professional nurse was procured by 
her relatives, During the temporary absence 
of the attendant Miss Steuvenal undertook to 
crucify herself. After removing her clothing, 
she got a hammer and some hat pins and tried 
to affix herself to a door of the room. 

In this she was successful in a measure. 
When discovered she had pinioned one foot and 
one hand to the door and was making frantio 
efforts to impale the other menibers. Blood 
was flowing from the self inflicted wounds, but 
the woman gave no sign of torture. A surszeon 
of Bayonne was summoned, but refused to re- 
spond to the call, explaining afterward that he 
had reasons for his action. 

The next day Miss Steuvenal was removed to 
this city and taken to Bellevue Hospital. She 
Was received by Dr. Douglass as an insane 
patient and was placed in the pavilion. June 
291t was deemed wise to transfer her to the 
Blackwell's Island Asylum, where she now Is. 

One of the queer features of the case is that 
if the woman lived in Bayonne why was she 
not taken care of in Hudson County, N. J.? 
Those in charge at Bellevue Hospital say that 
the patieut was brought there with a regular 
permit by her sister. The sister gave her name 
as “ Mrs. Signor B. 8, Fontana” and gave the 
double address of “70. West Thirty-eighth- 
street and Bayonne, N. J.” A reporter yester- 
day called at the New-York address xiven and 
was informed by the owner of the apartment 
house that no person by the name of Fontana, 
or anything that could be mistaken for it, had 
ever been a tenant or stopped on the premises, 








BROOKLYN’S NEW POLICE JUSTIOE.

The steamer Ciyde rescuod her pas- 
sengers and took them into Acapulco. It is said 
at Mazatlan that the Granada will be a total 
loss, and that from the- nature of the reefs where 
she lies it will be next to impossible to save any 
of her cargo, which 1s valued at $75,000. The 
Granada is an iron vessel, and registers 2,572 
gross tons. She has three decks, js 280 feet

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MYSTERY IN THIS TRAGEDY 


MRS. PROBST DEAD AND HER 
SON DYING. 

EVIDENCE THAT HE MURDERED HER 

AND THEN SHOT HIMSELF WHILE IN-~ 
SANE—HIS ODD LETTER. 


The three-story frame tenement building at 
58 Webster-avenue, Jersey City Heights, was 
the-scene of a double tragedy yesterday after- 
noon. Charles Meisel keeps a butcher’s shop on 
the lower floor and occupies the second floor 
with his family. On the floor above lived Mrs, 
Elizabeth Probst, a well-preserved widow 
ef middle age and her thirty-year-old son 
Herman. The son was a driver for the 
American Express Company and was in the 
habit of leaving home early. He did not go out 
of the house atthe usual hour yesterday, but 
amused himself, as was.supposed,.to the great 
discomfort of the neighbors, by firing a pistol 
out of the windows in anticipation of the Fourth 
of July. 

At6o’clock Mrs, Meisel heard one of these 
shots fired within the room, and later it was 
observed that a ball had pierced the floor of the 
Probst apartments and the wall-of the Meisels’ 
apartments and falieninto the crib in which 
Mr. Meisel’s little child.sleeps. Mrs. Meisel. con_ 
sulted her neighbor, Mrs, Bechtel, about it, 
They decided that it would be a wise thing to 
notify the police, and Capt. McNulty was called 
to the housé. When he had reached the room he 
demanded admittance, but received no re- 
sponse. He pressed his knee against the 
door to force it. With the crash of the yielding 


timber came a pisto! report, and as he entered he 
Saw young Pronst fall to the bed. The wound 
did not kill him, and when the reporter of TuE 
TIMES reached the house he was still. gasping. His 
mother lay dead in a pool of blood on the floor 
of an adjoining room. She had been shot 
through the head—it is supposed in the early 
Morning, when the pistol shot that seemed to 
be within the room attracted Mrs. Meisel’s at- 
tention. 

Young Probst, was removed to the City Hos- 
pital in a dying condition. 

The neighbors say that Probst was a steady 
and sober young man, and the warmest affection 
existed between him and his mother. It issaid, 
however, that words were heard to pass be- 
tween them just before the shooting yesterday 
morning, and the disordered appearance of the 
room suggested the idea that a scufile had pre- 
ceded the murder. The bureau drawers, which 
were open, looked as though some one had gone 
‘through them, and It issuspected that the quar- 
rel may have been over money demanded by 
the young man and refused by his mother, and 
that he made a search for itafter he had done 
the killing. 

This theory is not credited by the neighbors, 
however. They say that he had been acting 
queerly of late and belie ve that he was Insane 
atthe time. This theory is fortified by a letter 
found on the bureau in one of the rooms, and 
the fact that itis dated June 30 indicates that 
he had contemplated the murder and suicide 
for three or four days. It is addressed to his 
brother Augcust at 87 Kearney-avenue, Jersey 
City. This is the text: 

“TI hope you and all of your folks are getting 
along well. Have us buried in Greenwood in fa- 
ther’s plot. Be sure and have as Cheap a tuneral as 
possible. Tell ‘the doctors to examine my kidneys 
and forehead. That will tell why we are better off 
dead. 1 did not want mother to live after I am 
dead. She would worry to death in this wicked 
world: Also have mother’s left side and kidneys 
examined. That will tell allabout her sufferings, 
Me and mother would have been better off dead 
years ago.” 

In other parts of the letter he commends Mr. 
Cullerd of the American Express Company as @ 
Christian, and leaves “‘some of my books’ to 
him. He further enjoins that ‘“‘some of my 
clothing” be given to the Johnstown sufferers. 

Young Probst was a devout member of 
Waverly Methodist Church. It was learned 
that he had purchased whisky Tuesday night, 
probably to fill himself with courage to do the 
deed he evidently had in contemplation. When 
his head was examined by the hospitai surgeon 
two bullet wounds were found. It is beiieved 
that he shot himself immediately after killing 
his mother; that the wound merely stupefied 
him, and that the bursting in of the door aroused 
him. It was then that he fired the second shot 
1ato his head.

SITION TO THE AQUEDUCT BOARD. 


Realizing the anomalous position in which he 
‘Was put by the fact that his former partner, 
special friend, and associate in the councils of 
Tammany-Hall, W.. Bourke Cockran, was the 
counsel for the aquéduct contractors, who 
threaten to sue for about $3,000,000 beyond 
what they have received, or will receive on the 
cow pletion of their work, Corporation Counsel 
Clark sought yesterday to put himself straight 
on the record by declining to manage the de- 
fense and asking the Aqueduct Commissioners 


to name six lawyers, from among whom _ he 
would select a special connsel for them. His 
letter to the Commissioners was as follows: 

«T learn from the daily newspapers that it is the 
teen rae of at least some of the members of your 

oard that the validity of certain claims made by 
O’Brien & Clark, rown, Howard & Co, and 
Rogers, Shandley «& Co., for work aren an on the 
new aqueduct, should be contested by. the city. As 
my former partner is now, and for nearly a year 
past has been, attorne® for some of these contract- 
ors, | deem it proper that the defense of the city to 
their claims should be conducted by special counsel. 
I have, therefore, the honor to request that your 
board subwitto me the names of not less than six 
leading members of the Bar, and from the number 
80 submitted I will designate. one to whom I shall 
commit the-exckusive charge of these litigations.” 

“That is a good scheme,” said Aqueduct 
Commissioner Francis M. Scott, after he had 
read the Corporation Counsel’s letter. ‘We 
shall have no trouble to find six able lawyers In 
the hands of any one of whom the city’s inter- 
ests will be safe.” Bourke Cockran has already 
tiled a claim for $241,286 on behalf of Con- 
tractors Rogers, Shandley & Co., the builders of 
Bections 13 and 14, which have been completed 
and accepted. They want this sum for extra 
excavation and for’ grouting they had to put 
around the aqueduct, by direction of the board’s 
engineers, to make 1t safe. Brown, Howard & 
Co. propose to claim about $1,000,000 for simi- 
eae work, and O’Brien & Clark about $1,900,-

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FOGS ALL ALONG THE COAST. 
There was a large number of vessels arriving 
in port yesterday afternoon from up the Sound. 
All of them had evidently mana¥ed to take ad- 
vantage of the same slit in the fog bank, for 
they arrived off City Island in tha shape of a 
big fleet. The greater number of the vessels 
which came through Hell Gate yesterday were 
British schooners hailing e;ther from St. John, 


N. B., or Windsor, N. 8 Their masters reported 
nothing but fog along the whole coast. Naviga- 
tion, they say, is very hazarious, and, reckon- 
ings can only be determined by sounding and 
examining the formation of the sea bottom. 
Capt. Grady of the British schooner Glearing 
reported a fourteen days’ passage In one contin- 
uous fog. Arriving at a point that he supposed 
was not far from Montauk Point he hove to 
and waited for a break in the fog. When it 
came he found a whole fleet scattered about 
him, and in company with the other vessels ran 
down the Sound. 

So far, however, there has been no feat to 
record equal to that performed by the Captain 
of the American schooner Elliot Dow during 
the last heavy fog on the coast. The Dow 
was run from Cape Ann right under the lee of 
Fert Hamilton, in this harbor, and anchored. 
Land was not in sight when the anchor was let 
go, no® had it been seen since the beginning 
of the Yoyage. A thorough knowledge sof the 
system of fog signals employed on the coast 
and a good idea of the ground formation en- 
abled the Dow to make the passage along a most 
dangerous portion of the coast. 





ROSSA IS HIS OWN LAWYER. 

The chafge of P. 8. Cassidy against O’ Donovan 
Rossa. of criminal libel had a further heariug 
yesterday before Justice Hogan at the Tombs. 
Having decided to become his own lawyer, 
Rossa dumped 2a bag of papers on the table be- 


fore him and proceeded to try to prove by thém 
that he was justified in publishing Cassidy as a 
spy. He went back to 1863 for his alleged 
facts, and Cassidy’s lawyer protested. Rossa 
then read Cassidy’s complaint aloud, with com- 
ments. He admitted having written the alleged 
libel, but claimed that the truth justified it. 
Cassidy’s lawyer said the article was an invi- 
tation and incitation to murder, ana, with a 
tragic air, he waved his arms toward the harin- 
less-looking company of spectators and de- 
clared that men were present who needed only 
such incitement to become assassins. Justice 
Hogan kept some of the letters Roégsa brought 
and said that by next Wednesday, at 10 o’clock, 
to which time he adjourned the case, he would 
decide whether or not they were admissible as

was struck on the head with a brick while 
standing at the gate of her boarding house at 
225 East Twenty-eigzhth-street at 11:30 o'clock 
Sunday night, in company with her sister Tillie 
and Capt. James Nugent of Hook and Ladder 
Company No. 7, willlive. Dr. Biggs, at Belle- 
vue Hospitai, says her skull is not fractured, as 
was reported, and that she is suffering from @ 
two-inch scalp wound and will undoubtedly be 
around in a day or two. The affair has involved 
Capt. Nugent’s company in an official investiga- 
tion by the Commissioners. A published report 
of the brick throwing made the charge, as com- 
ing from certain of the neighbors, that the 


house in whieh the girls lived was disreputable 
and a great nuisance, yet the firemen of Com- 
pany No. 7 rg half their time loafing around 
it and another unsavory house aijongside the 
engine house, and when not there could be found 
in @ Deighboring saloon. 

John 8. Fisher, Chief of Battalion 8, reported 
to Chiet Hugh Bonner yesterday on the acci- 
dent. This wasin his regular line of duty, as 
Capt. Nugent was struck on the foot by the 
brick and badly cut. In his report he said that 
after thorough investigation he had found 
Nugent’s story ofthe affair to be true and that 
Nugent was in nowise to blame. He was pase- 
ing the gate, the giris spoke to him, and while 
he was stopping to reply the brick was thrown, 
Chief Bonner referred this report to the Com- 
missioners, after instructing Fisher to investi- 
gate the charges printed, *“* which reflected not 
only on Company 7, but on the entire depart- 
ment.’”’ This report will be presented to the 
Commissioners at their next meeting. 

There seems to be no doubt that the brick was 
thrown by somebody inthe flat house at 227, 
Itisthe only building near enough to where 
the girl stood. In the yard of the girl’s board- 
ing house is a tree, under which she stood. 
Overhead are the side windows of the flat 
house. Yesterday morning a number of small 
broken branches marked out the course of the 
brick. Had not its force been broken by the 
tree it would undoubtedly have done very 
serious injury. The tenantsin this house are ail 
very bitter against their neighbors in 225, as 
noisy and disreputable, and it is probable that 
some one of them threw the brick to break up 
the party at the gate, never intending to strike 
anybody. The neighbors all say thatthe scandal 
published against the firemen is unjus, 





NEWS OF THH NAVY YARD. 

The Yorktown was towed out of dry dock yes- 
terday afternoon at the navy yard, and her 
place was taken by one of the navy yard tugs. 
The results of the metacentre experiments will 
not be determined until the latter part of the 
week, possibly not until Saturday. Naval Con- 
structor Hoover said yesterday that in his opin- 
ion the Yorktown had little metacentre height, 
and that, notwithstanding that the battery was 
a heavy one, it could not be considered as placed 
high. As soon as this result of the calculations 


is obtained the Yorktown will be loaded down 
with weights to represent the stores and pro- 
visions she will carry on & two years’ cruise, 
She will then be subjected whilein the water to 
another series of metacentre experiments. 


Repair work has been begun on the machinery 
of the Galena. It will be Azished in the course 
of twelve days. This, at least, is the opinion of 


the chief engineer in charge of the steam en- 
gineering department, 


The engines to be used in the steam launches 
of the Chicago and Baltimore have been set up, 
and the boats are now ready for service. The 


machine shops not handling the Maine’s mate- 
Trial have on hand the military masts of the 
Baltimore, Newark, and Philadelphia, and the 
plates for the Miantonomoh. In the construc- 
tion department there are now over seven bun- 
dred men at work. 


The Quinnebaug was yesterday put out of 
commission at the navy yard and was nauled 
up into “ Rotten-row,” alongside the Brooklyn 


and Essex. A large portion of her crew was 
discharged and the remainder was transferred 
to the receiving ship Vermont to await assign- 
ment to other vessels, 


In obedience to an order issued by Commo- 
dore Ramsay all the naval vessels at the yard 
will be dressed to-day in “rainbow” fashion. 

Twenty-two survivors of the naval disaster 
at Apia were yesterday discharged from the 
receiving ship Vermont. 








NOT A CORNER IN SPRUOR. 

The announcement of the purchase of 390,000 
acres from the Durant estate in the Adirondack 
region, of which 306,000 acres are of virgin 
forest, by a syndicate of lumpermen composed 
of Titus B. Meigs and George E. Dodge of 72 
Wall-street, Heury Patton of Albany, R. K. 
Hawley of Cleveland, Ohio, and «. H. MeGraw 
of Poughkeepsie has aroused mucn interest in 
the lumber trade of this city. The forest land 


is estimated to bear at least 1,500,000,000 feet 
of white pine and spruce as well as enormous 
quantities of hemlock and hard wooa. The 
lands lie for the greater part in Franklin, Ham- 
ilton, and Herkimer Counties, and represent a 
tract of nearly six hundred square miles. 

Mr. Dodge said yesterday that the statement 
that there was any effort to get a corner 1m 
spruce was unfounded. He and his partner, 
Mr. Meigs, had milis near the purchased dis- 
trict and, as the iand in question was held by 
private owners and was a large tract, they 
formed a combination with other dealers to pur- 
chase it. It interfered in no sense with the 
State forestry laws. Mr. Dodge said that it 
Was not theintention of his associates to ex- 
tend their purchases in the Adirondack region.
